This Emergency fund has nothing to do 
with the Endowment fund, but was created 
to he used as stated In my report to be “in- 
vested and is to be held for any unforeseen 
circumstances which might occur in the 
future,” and can lie drawn unon if neces- 
sary at any time for such purposes as a re- 
arranging of the buildings, for enlarging or 
increasing the number of wards and fur- 
nishing the same, bettering the sanitary 
condition of the contagious ward, or should 
we be overtaken by an epidemic, and we 
expect that a part of it will be expended 
the present year. 

The balance at the end of the year is due 
to the fact that the money from “Hospital 
Sunday” collected for the maintaining of 
the Hospital in 1897, was paid in just at the 
end of the year 189li. 

If the Hospital had not received the 
$13,000 from the city for services rendered 
during 189(5 they would have owed $3,500, 
and no money on hand Jan. 1st, 1897. This 
shows the necessity to the Hospital for 
such an appropriation as is asked, for ser- 
vices rendered. 

The Endowment fund consists entirely of 
legacies left by will to the Hospital, the in- 
come of which is to he used for its benefit, 
and a memorial fund given by Hon. J. It. 
Leeson of $1,000. No part of the money 
received from the city or the earnings of 
the Hospital has ever been included in this 
fund.

Thirty million dollurs are required 
to meet the dire necessity of a starving 
nation. 'Hie whole world must help, anu 
so show its sense of tlie brotherhood of 
man. We all ought to do what we can, and 
I believe when the condition of tilings is 
fully understood, we shall, i propose to 
take a collection in my own church next 
Sunday, when I hope for a generous con- 
tribution, and I trust that other churches 
and individuals may be moved to give 
something out of their abundance to our 
brothers, who must perish if we withhold 
the helping hand.

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MORE ABOUT ROME. 

ITS HKl.miOUS 11 IT KB, PAVKMKNTB AND 
RAILWAYS ANll PRISONS— ITS OLD

The stature of the Italians whom I have 
seftn, the Romani Inoluded, Is slight. Yi-n 
many of both sexes are very short. The 
you dr children are decidedly pretty, the 
younger the prettier. Fading and wrinkles 
come early, apparently. I have seen babes 
at the baptismal font in St. Peter’s, little 
things, with bright cheeks and black won- 
dering eyes, miserably clad, as were the 
mothers, who seemed to have grown old 
long before their time. The baptismal ser- 
vice was long and complicated. The priest 
read page after page of Latin, which 
neither mother or babe could comprehend, 
while they stood outside the railing. Ad- 
mitted within, more Latin was rattled nIT 
in a hurry, some of the babe’s wraps were 
removed, and clean ol'tlis substituted. 
Then from some small vessel water was 
poured upon its head, and the head was 
rubbed dry, and oil, (so 1 judged) was 
dropped upon it. Meantime the priest’s at- 
tendant had lighted an immense candle ami 
brought it to he moved about the babe’s 
head. The clean cloths were then taken 
away, and the usual apparel was replaced. 
The last babe I saw undergoing that 
tedious service was very quiet, the lirst one 
was very noisy. The application of water 
seemed novel and unpleasant. 

Roman pavements are not the worst in 
the world, though uncomfortable to foot 
of pedestrians. For the most part the 
streets are pavod with stone blocks four to 
six inches square, set with the diagonal in 
the line of the streets. The sidewalks are 
nnved in like manner. The curb stones, of 
light color, are very solid and about eight 
inches wide, and at the ends are mortised 
together, with tenons rounded. Often, 
however, the curb is wanting, and the side- 
walk is not carried above the level of the 
street, but a line of larger blocks, a foot 
square, diagonals as in the case of the 
smaller stones, seems intended to mark the 
respective limits of carriage-way and foot- 
ways; as in other old cities, some streets 
are so narrow that the pedestrian must 
seek the shelter of a doorway, or flatten 
himself against the wall, to avoid collision 
with a passing carriage. 

The “agger” or wall built by Servius 
Tullius crossed grounds now used for the 
National Railway Station. A part was 
therefore removed. Under what was re- 
moved was found a line piece of mosaic 
pavement, which was removed to the wait- 
ing room of the station where it was re- 
set. Who so will may see it there, and 
rend the Latin which gives the above in- 
formation. 

The “Mamertine Prison," so named in 
the middle ages, was known in the early 
days of Rome as “The Prison,” or the 
•‘Tallinn Dungeon.” It was built for the 
suppression of vice by Ancus Martins, near 
the Forum, in 13. C. 682. Servius Tullius 
added a lower cell. Besides these two, 
which still remain, there were doubtless 
other cells, evidences of which may be 
seen in cellars of houses more recently 
built. I have visited the two cells, witli a 
guide to show the way under the church 
which is built above, and to carry a lighted 
candle near enough to my feet to reveal the 
steps now leading down into those awful 
chambers. No stairway for Jugurthn, or 
Catiline's co-conspirators, or other state 
prisoners. They were thrust down through 
an aperture, and strangled, or starved to 
death. 

A second flight of modern steps lends 
down into the cell added by Servius Tulli- 
us. The opening through which prisoners 
were cast was shown me. An iron door 
opened into a sewer through which dead 
bodies w r ero floated into the Cloaca Maxi- 
ma, and so to tlie Tiber, ami so to the ends 
of the earth. Ah ! what a terrible dungeon. 
Little wonder .lugurtlm thought it a “cold 
bath.” In the upper chamber, according 
to tradition, St. Peter left his profile in the 
hard tufa, his head having been thrust 
against the rock of the wall. Iron bars 
carefully guard the miraculous imprint, 
and my bov was obliged to hold his candle 
close, and tlmrst his fingers through to 
point out the chin, the nose, and other 
t’eatnrcs of the “blessed Peter.” Also a 
tradition that Peter and Paul were con- 
fined below, and when they had converted 
their keepers, and these desired baptism, a 
fountain miraculously sprang at the 
apostles’ feet. The fountain was shown to 
me by candle-light. I lmd then seen 
enough of that place of punishment, and 
went to see the hantissimo Bambino. 

This most holy babe was “carved out of 
a branch from the Mount of Olives, and 
painted bv St. Luke.” In cases of severe 
illness it is carried as a charm to the per- 
son who is sick. If ho recovers, he hangs 
precious stones upon the blessed child. 
The Bambino now fairly glistens from head 
to foot with such offerings. It is kept 
locked up in a cabinet on wheels, which is 
itself locked up behind the wings of the 
holy altar in one of the chapels of the 
Church “Ara Cadi.” Asking to see the 
precious child, the priest lirst knelt before 
the altar, then removed some candle sticks, 
then unlocked the doors, and pulled for- 
ward the cabinet or casket, which he then 
opened. There this Bambino shone re- 
splendent. Bond pictures of him being for 
sale, 1 took out a lira and asked for one. 
This priest took two and blessed them by 
rubbing them on the Bambino, and gave 
them to me. 1 handed him the lira, on 
which he promptly closed his lingers. 
“(Irazlo molte. lJuon gioruo!” and I left. 

How the Indy child, >1 wish you could 
see his sweet, chubby face. \ ou will see 
the picture, i ever came to that church is 
more than 1 know. But 1 do know it is in 
a church which has been built where once 
stood the Temple of Jupiter Cupitolinus. 
and which was dedicated to the Virgin and 
Altar of Heaven, (for short now called the 
church Ara (Nidi.) by Pope Gregory, for the 
following reason: The sibj 1 of Tivoli 
showed Kmperor Augustus a vision of the 
Virgin and the babe Jesus, in commemora- 
tion of which vision, Augustus erected in

stone barge, with rising 

, through apertures in 

which come streams and sheets of water; 
in the centre rises another jet which falls 
into a small oblong basin nnd out into the 
boat. Around this fountain congregate 
flower bearers, male and female, baskets 
of flowers, fresh, brilliant, and fragrant, 
poised on their heads, or beside them on 
the pavement. 

Near by is the. Column of tin* Immaculate 
Conception, with a bronze statue of Mary 
on its summit. The column has at its foot 
statues of Moses, David, Isaiah, and 
Ezekiel. 

i’udens, mentioned by Paul, ‘J Tim. IV 
21, had a house in Rome on what is now 
the Via Urbana. Some remains of the 
house mnv now be seen under the church 
St. Pudenziana. I went to see what I 
could of the house and church. As the 
church is open only at a very early hour in 
the morning, i sought and found tin* custo- 
dian, who opened the door on the street 
from which a flight of steps leads down to 
the church. 

In the time of Domitiau, the Baths of 
Novatus were built adjoining the house of 
Pinions, who founded in his house before 
A. D. ‘Hi, a Christian oratory, which is be- 
low the present church. Tills oratory, the 
oldest Christian church in the world, 
existed in the time of Paul, who writing to 
the Romans, says (eh. 16. 18) “Salute 

Rufus,” etc. Rufus was Acclus Rufus 
Pudores. The present church was made 
by Bishop Pius, who died A. D. 157, out of 
the great hall of the Baths of Novatus. 

I was shown some ruinous portions of 
the house, and in one aisle of the church a 
well said to contain bones of martyred 
saints; the chapel of St. Teter, the mosaic 
pavement of which came from the baths ; 
some interesting mosaics and frescoes, rep- 
resentations of Pudentia and Praxedos 
collecting the blood of the martyrs with a 
sponge, 'l’lie sponge is now said to bo 
kept under the altar, and a marble tablet 
certifying that Paul and Paul abode there, 
and that thousands of martyrs had been 
baptized in that house. 

CllUltOII A- CEMETERY OF TDK C APUCCINI. 

These are near the Piazza Barborini. En- 
tering the church after mounting the high 
stairway leading up from the hillside, you 
see on your right Guido Beni’s picture of 
St. Michael and the Dragon, and a little be- 
yond two pictures by Domenlchius. But 
the cemetery is the most interesting tiling 
here. It is under the church, and entirely 
above ground, lighted by unglazed iron- 
grated windows. It is really the ground 
floor of the church. By the windows runs 
a corridor, giving access to several cham- 
bers, or chapels, which are of good height 
and width, and open to the light. The 
floor is of consecrated earth brought from 
Jerusalem. Pious care prevents all growth 
of weeds. Here the brethren are interred, 
and indeed have long been buried here. 
The space being very limited, the custom 
has been and now is, to take up the bones 
of the one who has been longest buried to 
make room for the latest deceased. The 
bones so taken up are beyond counting. 
You see them corded up here, or made into 
figures of various patterns and fastened to 
the walls and vaults of the recesses. A 
deal of ingenuity is displayed by surviving 
monks of artistic temperament, and in ar- 
ranging and displaying skulls, thigh bones, 
bones of the vertebra, lingers, toes ami 
other osseous remains, so as to interest and 
not nauseate the visitors. In niches with- 
in the church whole skeletons dressed in 
the robes of the order, are placed in sitting, 
standing, lying postures. I said to our 
guide, (Sam and Edna were with me), 
“Perclie?” “Per ornainento,” was the re- 
ply. (Ihostly does it seem to yon? In 
reality, not so. I must say, all is scrupu- 
lously clean, and, open as it is to the air of 
heaven, there is no offensive odor in this 
cenieterv, unless it is brought in, in which 
case, it fs soon carried out. The consecrat- 
ed earth, carefully smoothed over by decor- 
ous hands, not lying in "many a moulder- 
heap," seems to sweeten the bodies laid be- 
neath, but the living do not hasten to such 
sweet rest. Photographs of the cemetery 
chambers and of the painting of St. Michael 
and the I )ragon are for sale.

He has bought land on 
the quirinal and erected a substantial build- 
ing, in which are the chapel, his residence, 
a Theological school and other schools. 
For a time liis work seemed unworthy of 
the Pope’s notice, but now opposition is 
met and the faithful are warned to lie on 
their guard. But Dr. B. is sure of his 
ground. The Pope finds him “aggressive,” 
and that he really is and will continue to 
be. Evidently he is the man for the place, 
strong and resolute and full of faith ami 
zeal. lie told me that he was once intro 
duced to one of the Pope’s secretaries, who 
said, when hearing the name, "Your name 
is well known in tlie Vatican.”

What can I sav of It that lias not already 
been said bv hotter tongues than mine. 
The Rome of ‘today as it presents itself, is 
full of interest. Its palaces, Its gardens, its 
drives, the views from Plnclan Hill, from 
the Janiculum.from the dome of St. Peter’s, 
from the tower of the Capitol, from the top 
of the colosseum, nnd scores of other 
mints; its galleries and museums, all com- 
mie to make the city attractive, a place 
where one can linger long and feel that he 
has not half seen it. Its untenanted lines 
of costly mansions, and its other streets 
where princes began to build and were 
financially stranded, unable to roof or 
glaze— buildings of stone and marble.whlcli 
are left in many cases to the uses of the 
Roman rabble, tell of a “boom” beyond the 
wildest known in America; of golden 
dreams and sad leaden realities that have 
almost beggared every prince in Rome. 
These scenes, if not beautiful, have lessons 
to tencli. 

But tlie Rome that w as ancient Rome, 
the “eternal city.” the “nameless city,” 
(see De< Juinoy’s "Cicsars"i, the Rome that 
erected her broad arch of empire from the 
Atlantic to the Euphrates and the Tigris, 
and from the Danube and Britain to the 
desert. Rome that “from her throne of 
beauty ruled tlie world,”— where is now 
that Rome? 

She is dead and buried, was Imried deep. 
Her undertakers wore Father Time, Father 
Tiber, and tlie whole line of other Popes 
through centuries of papal rule. Those 
chiefly, and the Rome of today seems to 
me, beautiful indeed, but a beautiful ceme- 
tery. Its towers, and palaces, and church- 
es, rich with tlie spoils, stripped from the 
dead mother oity.are but monuments set to 
mark tlie place of burial. Buried, yet not 
wholly. Parts remained, too huge to be 
covered, and these sneak something of “tlie 
grandeur that was Rome.” 

The Colosseum, tlie Bath of Caracalla. 
great yawning arches, lofty as if intended 
to support a new firmament ; tlie ruins of 
the palaces of the Cicsars ; bits of tlie wall 
that Romulus built; parts of the later wall 
of Servius Tullius; the fortification erected 
by Aurelius; these are enough to enable a 
quick imagination to clothe again the 
Capitoline Hill with its temples, rehabili- 
tate the Palatine, to reconstruct the “Gold- 
en House of Nero," which stretched across 
from the Palatine to tlie Esquiline; to line 
again the Appiun way with the tombs of 
princes, and warriors, and many a noble 
amily, to take the unearthed bones of tlie 
Forum, and bid them live in the house of 
Julius Ciesar, the shops of the dealers in 
pearls, the atrium of tlie vestal virgins, the 
rostrum to which Cicsnr’s dead body was 
borne from his house, and where Anthony 
stirred the people to mutiny amr rage. 
Here I must pause, and you, my dears, take 
your books and work out the rest. 

Have not ruthless explorers gone far 
mougli in oxhiuuing the dead? The work 
seems to have stopped. I believe tlie gov- 
ernment does not feel rich enough to make 
further explorations, and is not w illing to 
let any one else burrow farther into the 
rave yard of ancient Rome. 

A wolf, long, lean.straiglit-ba.-ked above,

Such tlie parentage of a mighty race. Tlie 
wolf-nature soon asserted itself, neighbor- 
ing sheep-folds were invaded and de- 
voured. till the wolf became too greatly 
distended and unwieldy, though insolent as 
ever. Then it fell and became a prey to 
kites and vultures. “The whirligig of time 
brings its revenges.” God is above and 
will in due time overthrow any nation that 
haughtily tramples other nations under 
foot, for self-aggrandizement.

On the site of this altar stands uow hi the * 

church an octugonal shrine. The church 
.stands as the temple stood on a bit of land, 
higher than the central part of Capitoline 
Hill, uud on tlie left as von go uu from tlie 
city. On that side, tlie front, a (light of loo 
Steps leuds to tlie church. 1 f already up on 
the “piazzas” in front or the eupltol, you 
can find entrance more readily by going to 
the back of the church. The hill was 
Middle-backed, lower ill tlie centre; the 
temple mentioned w as on one, and 011 tlie 
other side was the Tarpeian Hook, higher 
than now. 

Tlie Mausoleum of Augustus stood on 
tlie Campus Wurtius, and wus nitigiiilioent. 
it wus built by Augustus, B. C. 27. it 
stood upon a lofty structure of white stone, 
circular, of large circumference, uud was 
shaded to the top with trees. Murcellus 
was also buried here, uud Agrippu and 
Drusus, and (iermuuious. On tlie summit 
stood a bronze statue of Augustus, and two 
Egyptian obelisks stood at tlie entrance. 

Now stutue uud obelisks liuve disappeared, 
und tlie Campus Martius exists only in 
inline. The mausoleum presents to view- 
only portions of tlie double reticulated wull 
of tlie circular base of the tumulus. All 
sorts of buildings liuve gone up around 
these remains. A theatre bus occupied a 
portion of tlie interior, u poultry yard with 
lien coops against the ruining wull, I found 
on one side. In u court belonging to some 
out of tlie way palace, 1 found a larger arc 
of the enclosure wall with some modern 
structure above, probably u laundry. 

The 1’iazzu di Spugna, at the foot of tlie 
Spanish Stairs, (185 steps below the Piazza 
Trinita del Monti, a shoulder of tlie Pincl-

Faun,” is known in Rome as 11 Torre diila 
Scimial, the "Monkey’s Tower”). it 
stands unique, where one w ould hardly ex- 
pect to tind it, a few steps from tlie Via 
dillit Scrofa, at tlie parting of tlie wags on 
Via Portopliesi. It is a square tower of 
considerable height- l saw it on its four 
sides but did not enter uud ulimb to tlie 
top. The local legend is that there was u 
proprietor long ago who owned a inlsciilev 
mis monkey. Tlie monkey one day seized 11 
babe in tlie street, and carried it to tlie top 
of the tow er. Tlie distracted mother in tier 
agony vow ed a shrine to the Virgin if tlie 
babe were restored in safety. Thereupon, 
forthwith, tlie monkey Drought tlie child 
down tlie water spoilt, and giving it to its 
now rejoicing mother, who kept her vow. 

A shrine was soon erected, and a lump is 
kept there constantly trimmed and binn- 
ing, a bright star through the night, but 
puled in the sunlight.

"Errors, forced balances, and loose condi- 
tion of the city books.” 

Mr. Fowle’s article itself shows that it is 
a good thing in itself to change the expert 
engaged to audit the accounts every year or 
two, as then the former expert feels at per- 
fect liberty to tell exactly what he found. 
This much might be stated by way of intro- 
duction, and perhaps had Mr. Fowle con- 
sidered the matter more carefully he would 
not have gone into print. 

As for the "errors and forced balances,” 
as Mr. Fowle himself shows, the errors 
were in a majority of cases not more than 
ten cents, in other cases evidently clerical 
and in no way indicating wrong doing, and 
the criticisms of figures in the auditor’s re- 
port were evidently printer’s errors, and 
only showed that the proof-reading was 
not carefully done. 

Any one who read the whole article could 
see this, but unfortunately more or less 


work, but such work costs money, and the 
chief reason of the financial difficulties in 
which it is placed is that the aldermen 
have so far failed to vote anything towards 
its expenses. As one of its clergymen said 
last Sunday, the men elected to look after 
the welfare of Somerville devote them- 
selves to nonsensical discussions over the 
serving of frozen pudding at city suppers, 
and the wickedness of watering streets on 
Sunday, and such absurdities, while the 
real interests of the city suffer from their 
neglect.

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A YELLOW DOG.

I novor know why in the western 
■tntcs of Amotion n yellow clog should 
b© proverbially consider* (l tho nome Ot 
canine degradation and ineoinpeteney, 
nor why the possession of one should 
seriously nITeet the social standing o! 
the possessor. But the fart bring estab- 
lished, I think we accepted it in Rnt- 
tlers Ridge without question. The mat 
ter of ownership was more difficult to 
settle, and although the dog I have in 
my mind at the present writing attached 
himself impartially and equally to every 
one in camp, no one ventured to exclu- 
sively claim him, while after tho per 
petration of any canine atrocity every- 
body repudiated him with indecent 
haste. “Well, I can swear he luiRn’t 
been near our shanty for weeks, ” or the 
retort, “He was last seen comin out ol 
your cabin,” expressed the eagerness 
with which Rattlers Ridge washed its 
hands of any responsibility. Yet he was 
by no means a common dog, nor even 
an unhandsome dog, and it was a singu- I 
lar fact that his severest critics vied ! 
with each other in narrating stories o! ) 
his 8ngacity, iusight and agility, which 
they themselves had witnessed.

I have said that he was yellow, or, to j 
use the ordinary expression, “yaller.’ 1 I 
Indeed. I am inclined to believe muck 1 
of the ignominy uttuched to the epithet j 
lay in this favorite pronunciation. Men , 
who habitually spoke of a “yellow j 
bird,” a “yellow hammer,” a “yellow . 
leaf,” always alluded to him us a “yul 
ler dog.” He certainly was yellow’. 
After a bath — usually compulsory — lit , 
presented a derided gamboge streak 
down his buck from the top of his fore- 
head to the stump of his tail, fading in 
his sides and flanks to a delicate straw 
color. His breast, legs and feet, when 
not reddened by “slurngnlliu,” in which j 
he W’as fond of wading, were white. A 
few attempts at ornamental decoration 
from theiudiainkpot of the storekeepei 
failed partly through the yellow dog’t 
excessive agility, which would nevei 
give the pai it time to dry on him, and 
partly through his success in transfer- 
ring his markings to the t reusers aui. 
blankets of the ramp. The size and 
shape of the tuil, which had been cut 
off before his introduction to Kuttlert 
Ridge, was a favorite source of specula- 
tion to the miners, both as determining 
his breed and his moral responsibility 
in coming into camp in that defective 
condition. There was u general opinion 
that lie couldn't have looked worse with 
a tail, and its removal was u gratuitous:

Attaching 
himself to a prospecting party’, lie was 
w-nt under the same belief “into the 
brush” to drive off u Is-ur, who was 
supposed to be liuuuting tie* campfire, 
lie returned in a few minutes with the 
bear, driving it into the unarmed circle 
and scattering the whole party. After 
this the theory of his being a hunting 
dog wus abandoned. Yet it was suid — - 
on the usuul uncorroborated evidence — 
that he hud “put up” a quuil, and his 
qualities us u retriever were for a long 
tune ucet |ii- .1, until during a Bbootillg 
expedition for wild ducks it wus dis- 
covered that the one he had brought 
back hud never been shot, and the party 
was obliged to compound damages with 
ttn adjacent settler, liis fondness for 
puddling in the ditches and “slumgul- 
liu” ut one t luxe suggested a water span- 
iel. lie could swim uml would occa-

The bill to permit railroads to buy the 
stock of leased lines through an issue of 
their own stock comes up in the Legisla- 
ture today. The roads are warmly enlisted 
in favor of the measure, and the reason for 
this is not far to seek. As the measure 
stands it will open a door to considerable 
stock watering, and for this very reason the 
bill should bo halted and amended before it 
is permitted to go through. 

The state board of trade has prepared a 
statement setting forth the possibilities in 
this way, and it Is worth the attention of 
the business interests generally. Take tho 
case of the Boston and Maine. Under this 
bill it could purchase the leased Boston 
and Lowell and Connecticut River lines on 
now Issues of Boston and Maine stock. 
Manifestly, in view of the much higher 
market value ef the leased line stocks, an 
extra amount of new Maine stock to cover 
the premium must be issued. The present 
stock capital of these roads is as follows:

But to acquire the Boston and Lowell 
shares at current market rates, the Maine 
must issue some $1,94(3,000 more than the 
present stock capital of the Lowell, and 
$1,420,000 more than the present stock of 
the Connecticut River to get that road.

This is of course a species of stock water- 
ing and consequently the bill as it stands 
is repugnant to the settled policy of the 
state. It should not be passed in this 
form. When tho Legislature came to act 
on that gas pipe-line bill of the last session, 
it was provided that in the purchase of 
local gas plants no more capitalization 
should be added to the purchasing corpora- 
tion thau the amount of the stock and debt 
of the purchased company. Such a pro- 
vision in all consistency should be attached 
to the pending bill.

“Curson was perfectly .Saxon, clear and 
fair, with light, thin ‘baby liair,’ blue 
eyes, light eyebrows nnd lashes and a fail 
skin.

Oak Hill Game Protection. 

It will be of interest to tiie citizens of 
Newton to know that the land holders of 
the district of Newton, known as Oak Hill, j 
have joined in an agreement to protect the ; 
land from hunters and trespassers. For 
many years tliis land lias been hunted over 
to such an extent that the game lias been 
almost exterminated. 

The agreement formed to put an end to 
this nuisance provides that each land 
owner shall put on his property signs 
warning off limiters and trespassers, and 
that the signers shall divide among them- 
selves any expense which may be incurred 
in action-- against trespassers or violators 
of the game laws. 

The movement was started during the 
past winter ; and now nearly all tiie land 
lying between Dedham and Dudley streets 
und between Brookline and Boylston 
streets, including Oak Hill and Bald Pate, 
together with a good deal of out-lying 
land, is protected. There are altogether, 
about 1200 acres which will he entirely re- 
served against all shooting. 

The hearty cooperation of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals has 
been secured and a reward lias been offered 
for the conviction of the tirst poacher found 
on the reserve.

TIIRKH HOUR SESSION OF BOARD MONDAY

Over one hundred petitions, together 
with several minor hearings, and an un- 
usual amount of routine business, kept the 
aldermen busy for three solid hours Mon- 
day evening. At 8.10 o’clock the board 
was called to order by Mayor Cobb, all 
members being present with the exception 
of Alderman Allen. 

HEARINGS. 

The first business was a hearing on the 
order for the laying out of .lackson road 
from Pearl street northeasterly. The only 
remonstrant was Daniel Maloney, who 
claimed the construction of the street 
would Interfere with the sanitary arrang- 
ments in his house, and thought he was en- 
titled to some recompense. The hearing 
was then closed.

A large bald eagle, which was captured 
Sunday morning by Patrick Klley of Web- 
ster street, is the object of great curiosity 
on tlie part of West Newton people. All 
day Monday, Mr. Klley was kept busy 
showing iiis prize to throngs, who had 
never seen the iiationul bird at close range. 

Early Sunday morning Mr. Ki ley’s utten 
tion was attracted by a huge bird soaring 
high in the air above his house. As he 
watched, it descended and proceeded to 
make itself very much at home in his door- 
yard. 

He had never seen so large a bird before, 
and in view of its formidable beak and 
talons, proceeded to make its acquaintance 
with some trepidation. Tlie bird was al- 
together approachable, however, and 
quickly showed that lie was tame, allow- 
ing iiis head to be stroked with evident 
enjoyment. 

Around one log was found a stout raw- 
hide thong, but no name tag was attached. 

The eagle stands nearly 28 inches from 
the ground, and tlie distance from tip to 
tip of iiis powerful wings is nearly seven 
feet. Tlie bird is of a species practical!} 
unknown in this part of the country, and 
is not yet full grown. 

His capture explains some tilings which 
have been puzzling residents in tlie vicinity 
of West Newton square of late. For some 
time a huge shape has been noticed in the 
belfry of tlie Unitarian church, and from 
time to time a large bird has been seen to 
sweep down from midair and pounce noon 
and carry off wits and small dogs. The 
mortality among West Newton cats 1ms 
been heavy this week, but now that tlie 
transgressor is safely locked up the owners 
of tlicsc pets breathe easier. 

There is absolutely no clew to tlie owner 
of tlie bird, and those who are familiar 
with the habits of eagles state that Iiis 
powerful wings may have carried him 
thousands of miles from Iiis home.

AT BEACON HIM.. 


THE GOVERNOR’S RECEPTION — THE 
CHARLES RIVER IMPROVEMENT PROS- 
PECTS— AN APPROPRIATION MAY RE 
MARE— REFORM OF TIIK STATE ( 'll AKI- 
TA RLE SYSTEM. 


[Special Legislative CotTftHpondetion.] 

Beacon Hill, Anr. 7, 18<»7. 

The members of the general court com- 
menced what to many will he the hardest 
week of the session with a very pleasant 
function Monday, Gov. and Mrs. Wolcott 
received them nt their handsome house on 
Commonwealth avenue, in that due spirit 
of dignity and culture inseparable from our 
chief executive and his charming lady. 
Quito a largo proportion of the members of 
the house and senate and the members of 
the executive council wore present. Of 
course Executive Clerk Ilamlin was there 
with Mrs. Hamlin, also Senator Harwood 
and Representatives Hayward and Piokard. 

In the afternoon the house debated the 
adverse report of the committee on metro- 
politan affairs on the proposed repeal of 
the bill to postpone payment of the assess- 
ments for metropolitan parks and boule- 
vards until WOO. Mr. Gibbs of Brookline 
offered a substitute bill for the report 
which provided for the payment of the ex- 
penses incurred by the board more nearly 
as it goes along, but although the bill was 
supported by Mr. Lowell of Boston, who 
usually carries considerable weight, the 
argument of Mr. .lones of Melrose, Mr. 
Brown of Everett and Mr. Pickard of New- 
ton prevailed, and substitution was defeat- 
ed. 23 to 95. 

This question having been settled, the 
next one, and it is a very important one, is 
what is going to be done with the Charles 
river improvement matter under the cir- 
cumstances. The law as it now stands 
makes it imperative that the park commis- 
sion pay large sums to cover interest and to 
carry forward the work of completing the 
park system by 1900. It means that with 
an appropriation of $ 1 , 000,000 no new work 
could be begun. If anything is done 
toward the purchase of land along the 
Charles river banks it must be through an 
appropriation of $r>oo,ooo in addition to the 
annual appropriation. Mr. Pickard and 
the remainder of the Newton delegation, 
with the active co-operation of the Cam- 
bridge, Watertown and Waltham members, 
and knowing that the full sympathy of the 
park commission is with them, believe it 
will be possible to get the appropriation 
through. As a man high in these councils 
remarked to the writer the other day, 
“When the ways and means committee has 
a thoroughly meritorious proposition sub- 
mitted to it, it cannot ignore it, however 
strong may be its disposition to curtail ex- 
penses in every reasonable way.” How- 
ever, it would be more to the liking of 
some of the representatives if Mr. Lowell 
of Boston was not heading the finance 
committee just at this time. Of course if 
the committee or a part of it fails to give 
favorable action on this subject, a bill can 
be substituted, but this is disagreeable. 

The reason why it looks a little dubious 
for the appropriation is this: As a result 
of last year’s bill, which the legislature has 
refused to repeal, between $700,000 and 
$800,000 of last year’s park loan was held 
back to pay interest, sinking fund require- 
ments and maintenance until lboo. The 
attorney general would not even justify 
the auditor of the state in permitting the 
commissioners to use all but one year’s 
requirements, but took enough to cover 
four year’s needs, as it could not be as- 
sumed that there would be an appropria- 
tion or loan eacli year. If the ways and 
means committee reports an appropriation 
of $1 ,<mh>, ooo immediately, as it is expected 
to do, it will only pay for the land taken in 
anticipation of last year’s loan, which 
never became available. Now, whether 
the committee or the legislature will con- 
sider itself justified in voting $1,500,000 is 
the problem to be solved. My information 
from tlie vicinity of the ways and means 
committee, as 1 have indicated, is very 
dubious. The Charles rivei men and the 
park commissioners are hopeful. Should 
it not be possible this year the logic of the 
situation points to a million dollar loan 
next year, at least half of which will he 
available for Charles river. What the 
friends of the improvement want to know 
is why Unit $500,000 cannot just as well be 
borrowed this year as next, considering 
the imperative demand for action. 

The committee has reported against the 
proposition of Alden Speare and others to 
drop the word “lunatic” from the designa- 
tion of our hospitals and asylums, but this 
does not dispose of the matter, as a similar 
recommendation was made by the charities 
investigation commission, and is very like- 
ly to be followed out before propogution. 
In the meantime, the indications are that 
Col. Ilaskell will no longer lie on the board 
of lunacy and charity, but that Gov. Wol- 
cott and he will have to decidu whether he 
will be a member of the children's bureau, 
the board of insanity or the board of chari- 
ty. It may lie that the legislature will yet 
report the whole subject over to the next 
general court, but a strong ellort will lie 
made to prevent it, and begin the work of 
reform of the present charitable system 
which the commission Inis favored as soon 
as possible. 1 use the word “reform” in 
no discreditable sense, but rather as sug- 
gesting changes toward an increased elli 
elenoy. I do not believe the legislature 
will vote to give the state entire control of 
all insane persons. That may come later, 
but it is not popular now. 

The committee on counties, of which 
.Senator Harwood is chairman, has been 
struggling of late with the question of 
whether tiie people of Fall Hivor shall 
have uii increased appropriation tor their 
new jail. It is very rare to see a city so en 
thusiastic over such a subject as a jail, and 
it would be impossible to imagine the city 
of Newton taking up such a subject and 
pushing it through in the interest of a re- 
formatory institution ; but the mayor uud 
citizens of Fall ltiver turned out en masse, 
ami produced figures to show the immense 
increase of population in the city, and the 
great proportion of offenders from Fall 
River m the Bristol county juils. The 
committee on prisons wus so impressed 
with the appeal that it reported an appro- 
priation ot $125,000 for the jail. The hill 
in ordinary course was referred to the 
counties committee for consideration, ami 
mi immediate onslaught was mudu upon it 
tor uu additional sum. The committee 
liuully voted to make the appropriation 
$5000 more, though it is doubtful if thut 
will be sutliuiuut to pureliuse the lurge tract 
of land desired on which to work out the 
problem of tilling the soil us u substitute 
for mechanical labor iu Hie jail. 

Mr. llaywurd's committee, banks ami 
bunking, bolds its tinul hearing, on the sub- 
ject ol co-operative bunks, today. This 
committee started out witli very little to 
do, but between the matters which have 
couie iu from time to time, uud those which 
the legislature hud recommitted to it, it 
lias been well employed ull Hie session. 

Next Tuesday evening, April 13. at the 
Newton Club, there will be a pleasant 
gathering of a legislative nature. At six 
o’eloek there will be a dinner to the mem- 
bers of Hie committees on wuysund means, 
metropolitan utfuirs, and the metropolitan 
park commissioners, uud at eight o’clock 
Mr. J. G. Thorpe of Cambridge will eluci- 
date the whole subject of the Charles 
river and its improvement in an illustrated 
lecture. This lecture has ulreudy been 
given before tlie Cambridge club, uud Mr. 
Riekurd uud ids associates , on Hie Newton 
delegation are quite sure thut tlie legislators 
will have a good time. 

The members of Hie committee on rail- 
roads of tlie seuute had a tussle tlie other 
day on tiie Gallivan bill to provide for tlie 


extension of Cove street, over the tracks of 
the terminal company at the Southern 
Union Station. Mr. Harwood of course 
stood for tlie report of the committee, 
whioli referred tlie matter over to the next 
general court. Senator Gallivan urged tiie 
substitution of his bill, with an amend- 
ment leaving the decision as to the time 
when tho bridge should lie built in the 
hands of tho railroad ami street commis- 
sioners. Of course this robbed the hill of 
its main objection, which was that it 
seemed to break faith with tho Terminal 
company, which has hud reason to expect 
that the question would be left open for 
decision after the tracks had been finally 
located. On Tuesday tiie matter came up 
again, and Senator Harwood luid it put 
over to Thursday, in spite of Senator 
Gallivnn’s earnest protest. 

A hill in relation to co-operative bunk- 
ing, reported by tho committee on hanks 
and hanking, and favored by the savings 
bank commissioners, came un in tiie House 
Tuesday and was rejected. Mr. Hayward 
marvels at the opposition which anything 
supported by tlie commissioners [arouse in 
the lower brunch. 

The insurance committee has favorably 
reported a hill to incorporate the Street 
Railway Liability Insurance Company. 
Among tho incorporators are ox-Gov. 
Claflin and William II. Coolidge. 

Tlie dock commission’s recommendations 
concerning tho water improvements in 
Boston still await action by the committee 
on metropolitan affairs, which bus now had 
an extension of time until tlie 20th, in 
which to report. Mann.

The Single Tax Class & Club. 

The next regular meeting will be on 
Monday evening, April 12, at 280 Bellevue 
street, 7.30. Lesson, Progress and Poverty, 
Book III, Chap. I. This lesson and the 
three following, which will close the sea- 
son, on Rent and the Law of Rent-Interest 
and the Law’ of Interest, Wages and the 
Law of Wages, cover in very brief space 
the fiscal heart of the social problem, which 
is neither more nor less than the distribu- 
tion of w ealth. It is hoped that this simple 
solution of a perplexing question will in- 
vite tlie participation of the club and its 
friends old and young in full force. No 
pains will be sjiared to make these evenings 
interesting. Ladies especially welcome. 
Following is the briefest possible synopsis 
of Mrs. Dr. Faunae's paper, which was 
crowded out of last week’s notice: 

The Single Taxer’s concern is with 
tilings as they ought to be, and he lias little 
time to waste upon the wrong things of 
tlie present, much less ttiose of the distant 
past, but tlie strong traditional grip of the 
Malthusian theory upon unthinking 
minds is the excuse for looking square in 
the face for a moment this misleading error 
of ninety-nine years ago. 

In 1798. replying to an “Inquiry concern- 
ing Political .Justice,” Malthus propounded 
this theory, that “tlie natural tendency of 
population is to double itself at least every 
twenty-live years, thus increasing iu geo- 
metrical ratio while tlie subsistence that 
can be obtained from the laud under cir- 
cumstances tlie most favorable to human 
industry, could not possibly be made to in- 
crease Vaster than iu arithmetical ratio.” 
Henry George notes that by this formula 
tlie disciples of Confucius 2150 years after 
his death should number 8551 nouillion or 
855 1 million billion billion souls instead of 
22,000,000 as by actual census. Later, con- 
fronted by such adverse facts as these, tlie 
claim of tlie theory took this modified form 
“that there is a natural tendency and con- 
stant effort in population to increase be- 
yond tlie means of subsistence.” thus 
shifting from buniaii institutions to tho 
shoulders of tlie Creator tlie responsibility 
for povertv and w ant and starvation. The 
Malthus doctrine of today is “that tlie 
tendency to increase iu tho number of 
laborers, must always tend to reduce wages 
to tlie minimum.” 

Against this assertion Henry George 
brings several arguments. One is that 
where a moderate increase in wealt h brings 
the independence, leisure and comfort of a 
higher standard of life, tlie proportion of 
births is much reduced. Another is tlmt 
decadence of population is quite us com- 
mon as increase. There is in tho survey of 
tlie whole globe not “a single ease in which 
the vice and misery which have shortened 
liuman life can he traced to uu increase of 
the number of mouths over tlie power of 
tlie accompanying hands to food them.” 
“Tho cause iu every case is not the niggard- 
liness of nature but the rapacity of man.” 
While iu Ireland “thousands were starving, 
food was exported by shiploads to pay 
tribute to a foreign conqueror.” it may 
safely lie denied tlmt “increase of numbers 
lias ever yet decreased tlie relative produc- 
tion of food.” “The lower forms of life 
can respond to favoring conditions only by 
multiplying, man responds to favorable 
conditions by developing.” Progress and 
Poverty contradicts Malthus by these as- 
sertions : That a greater number of people 
can collectively be better provided for tlmii 
a smaller; tlmt “Hie new mouths which an 
increased population calls into existence re- 
require no more food tlian tlie old ones, 
while tlie bunds they bring witli them can 
in tlie natural order of tilings produce 
more ;” that “tho progressive state whioli is 
murked by increase of population is ulso 
marked by an increased accumulation of 
wealth, not merely in the aggregate but 
per capita.” Those interested in this sub- 
ject will enjoy reading the few chanters of 
Progress and Poverty, Book 11. Tills want 
iu tlie midst of plenty, this poverty in the 
midst of advancing wealtli constitutes tlie 
enigma which perplexes the civilized world. 
In tlie next few lessons we uro to turn 
gratefully and lirielly to what to us uppeurs 
to he tlie real reuxon, viz: the unjust laws 
which today govern the distribution of 
wealth.

Vesuvius road turns away is tlie entrance 
to Herculaneum, or so much of it as lias 
been chiseled out. A theatre has been 
hewn out of the solid rook. Going down a 
Might of modern steps one comes to tlie top 
gallery of tlie theatre. Such other parts of 
tlie town as are now visible are like tlie 
ruins of Pompeii. Owing to the expense 
of tlie work of excavation, little lias been 
done during the present century. For tlie 
above information we were indebted partly 
to the gentleman with us. Wo did not stop 
to sec tho stone imbedded city. Entering 
the Vesuvius rood we began our upwards, 
smoky way, and soon came to lava rock. 
Tho ascent is in places very steep and toil- 
some for the horses, that need occasional 
resting, and the road grows more and more 
tortuous and snaky, doubling ami redoub- 
ling upon itself, as it reaches tlie wide 
desolation of the lava fields, a continent of 
black desolation. Through these fields, up 
and up, and about and about, the road lied 
has been made by blasting and hammering 
with a Thor’s hammer. A wonderful 
work. 

What can be said of those lava regions? 
A photograph might be taken of every 
square yard, and no two would look alike, 
except in color. The hot lava mud seems 
to have been poured out in a tremendous 
eructation, and to have spread wide on the 
side of the mountain, cooling as it Mowed, 
arrested sometimes by what lay iu its way, 
passing the obstruction by dividing, or by 
surmounting it, rolling over on itself, as it 
cooled beneath, in many a fold andconvolu- 
sion, curling and curving in every direction, 
until too stiff to move. Later waves or 
molten lava, following, spread in like man- 
ner about the mountain, and cooling, lay iu 
fold on fold, often in parallel ridges, some 
long and heavy, and some very slender. 
Large Jmasses cooling split asunder. 
“Bowels,” some one said when looking at 
tlie stiffened rounded rolls. And, indeed, 
what is it all but the entrails of tlie earth 
thrown up in great convulsions. 

We came at length to a point where we 
were obliged to walk a few rods up tlie 
rocks, to take a lighter wagon, by which 
we were driven to tlie foot of tlie funicular 
railway, built and owned by tlie Cooks. A 
comfortable house and restaurant are there. 
Rested and refreshed, we took the ear, and 
in a few minutes were carried up a steep 
incline to tlie upper station, which is 150 or 
2(»o yards below tlie summit. Then came 
the hardest climb, for we were all bound 
to walk to the top, despising tlie chairs in 
which invalids ride. Lava sand made tiie 
walking hard, bn: no one turned back, and 
all readied the crater safe and sound. ( >n 
the way tlie guide turned to a hole by tlie 
way into which we tried to put our hands, 
but the heat was too intense. There are 
several such holes ami small iiswers a mu’ 
the summit. We stopped on the rim ol the 
outer crater and looked at tlie immense 
opening just beyond and below, not into it, 
for the volcano is very active, and fills Hie 
opening with smoke, or steam, or both. 

At length some of us went down and ap- 
proached tlie opening us near as brim-stone 
fumes would allow one to go, three feet 
from the edge perhaps. We heard one or 
two slight explosions, and saw fragments 
of rock hurled into tlie air, and drop again 
into tlie abyss. Once a column of dense 
black smoke rose high, rolling in folds, and 
spread out at top till tlie mass had the form 
of the Italian (or “parasol > pine. This 
was succeeded by steam mixed with smoke, 
or pure steam. There was constant in- 
tense activity, and constant change in up- 
peariuice, but always a mass to i dense to 
allow us to see through to the other rim of 
tlie mighty bowl. We picked up souvenir 
stones of .small size, and went with the 
guide to see tlie fissure out of which vast 
quantities of lava have been thrown, that 
of tlie latest eruption, we understood. 

It was time to leave. Specific gravity 
took some of us down to tlie station, 
through line sand, as fast as we cared to

Equal Suffrage. 

One of the most interesting meetings held 
under the auspices of tlie Newton Equal 
Suffrage League, occurred on Thursday 
evening, April 8th, at Lasell Seminary, 
Auburndale. The assembly hall was 
well filled by teachers and pupils of the 
school, and visitors from the village and 
other parts of Newton. 

Miss Carpenter, who is at present the 
head of the institution, received tlie guests 
with most charming and courteous hospi- 
tality. 

Miss Alice Stone Blackwell spoke with 
enthusiasm of the good fruit which might 
result from the seed sown on this occasion. 
She referred briefly to the great change of 
sentiment since tlie time when her mother, 
Mrs. Lucy Stone, persisted in public speak- 
ing upon unpopular reforms, and answered 
logically anu forcibly most of the common 
arguments against granting tlie suffrage to 
women. Representative l'ickard followed 
her, giving his reasons f</r voting against 
the bill allowing women to vote on tlie No 
License question, introduced last winter 
into the legislature. He declared that lie 
had tlie courage of his convictions, and 
though not believing it for tlie best inter- 
ests of women to be allowed to vote, lie 
should be disposed to consider the matter 
favorably, if convinced that tlie majority of 
women desired to do so. 

Ex-Senator Gilman spoke briefly, in 
rather a humorous vein, saving that while 
lie had the utmost respect for tlie thorough 
honesty and conscientiousness of his 
opponent and brother legislator, Mr. Rick- 
ard, lie believed that “while tlie lamp holds 
out to burn, the good representative mav 
return.” 

He spoke in high terms of tlie work of 
Anna Dickinson as a platform orator, when 
j the fate of tlie Union trembled in the 
! balance, qnd the pure iuflueticc which she 
exerted over the politics of that trying 
j time.

STREET RAILWAY EXTENSION. 

IIKHIIIKXTH OF Till. NKW TONS WIKI. IIAVF. 
UttKATf.Y INCIIKAHK!) FAriLITIEB. 


Most of the Newton street railway com- 
panies arc preparing to make extensive 
additions to their lines fluring the coming 
season. The most important is the exten- 
sion of the Newton street railway com- 
buny’s tracks through Adams and Chapel 
streets, ami Watertown to Waltlmm, fur- 
nishing a short route from Newton to the 
watch city through Nonantuni district. 
Work on this line has already been begun. 

The Commonwealth avenue line has 
voted to double-track its system from the 
Boston line at the reservoir to Riverside. 
Its new park at Riverside willbeopened In 
a few week 8. 

This company will be given the right to 
lay tracks on Centre street from Common- 
wealth avenue to Homer street to connect 
with the Newton and Boston line into 
Newton Centre, thus giving residents in 
that section direct street car communica- 
tion with Boston. This franchise is being 
delayed on account of some technicalities 
connected with the question of free trans- 
fers. 




The Newton & Boston’s tracks on Wil- 
low, Sumner and Beacon streets will be 
abandoned, and the company will build a 
new line from Homer street to the railway 
crossing at Newton Highlands on Centre 
street. The franchise for its line to Need- 
ham is being held back, however, in order 
to permit of an investigation of the Charles 
river bridge at Upper Falls, which is re- 
garded as unsafe for the passage of electric 
cars. 

The Newton & Wellesley line is prepar- 
ing to lay tracks in Washington street, 
from West Newton to Newton, as soon as 
the widening of the street has progressed 
sufficiently, and the various lines of the 
Newton A Boston will be connected at 
Newtonville as soon as the grade crossing 
at Walnut street is abolished. The open- 
ing of the Washington street bridge at 
Newton at tlio same time will allow the 
West End to connect its Bowdoin square 
and Commonwealth avenue lines, forming 
a loop through Newton, Brighton, Cam- 
bridge ami Watertown.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


The Atlantic is proving itself every 
month to be more of a necessity to every 
intelligent American. The leading discus- 
sions in tlie April number are of “Domi- 
nant Forces in Western Life,” by F. J. 
Turner; “Tlio Nominating .System,” by 
Mr. E. I,. Godkin; “Mercury in the Light 
of Recent Discoveries,” by Mr. Peroival 
Lowell: and "A Century of Anglo-Saxon 
Expansion.” by G. B. Adams. Mr.Higgin- 
son continues his review of his “Cheerful 
Yesterdays,” and there is a study of “Mark 
Twain as an Interpreter of American 
Character,” by Charles M. Thompson. 

Mr. Monkhouse’s illustrated paper on 
Orchardson, the English painter, and liis 
works, is perhaps the foremost item in the 
April Scribner, but many rentiers will turn 
first to Mr. F. B. Sanborn's account of 
“Odysseus Androutsos and Trelawney.” a 
curious chapter of Greco-Byronic interest, 
peculiarly pertinent at the present moment. 
Mr. Sanborn is at his best, and liis best is 
very good, with a topic like this. The 
light treatment of some of the humors of 
“Ocean Crossings” will be appreciated by 
tlie experienced and enjoyed by those who 
have yet their first voyage to make. Both 
text and pictures are dexterously true to 
life. Mr. Gibson’s pen and pencil give a 
glimpse of London life in London parks; 
and Air. Howells continues his “Story of a 
Play.” 

In Harper’s for April, Washington tlie 
man and the French croze of 1793, Ameri- 
can fossils, especially of the Northwestern 
States, domestic life in Belgium, political 
and public life in Mexico, colonial life in 
South Africa, and the extension of com- 
mercial relations with South America, are 
the leading topics, and tlie Belgium paper 
will be highly acceptable to tlie large num- 
ber of tourists going abroad this summer, 
none of whom should miss it. The paleon- 
tological paper is valuable, and finely illus- 
trated with specimens and portraits.

The success of the plan for a new house 
for the Huunewell Hill Club is now as- 
sured, and they will have the handsomest 
building of any suburban club. The plans 
have been carefully looked over and call 
for a very handsome Colonial structure, 
55x70 feet, to cost 820,000, above the land. 

At a special meeting of the club, last Sat- 
urday evening, It was voted to accept the 
offer made by Messrs. F. E. and F. O. 
Stanley. This provides for a five years 
lease and at the end of that time the club 
can purchase the building at the bare cost. 
The necessary committees have been ap- 
pointed to carry out the details and work 
will begin in a few duys. It is proposed to 
have the house ready for occupancy by 
December 1st. The building will be put 
up by the day, instead of by contract, and 
only the best of everything will housed. 
Especial attention will be given to ventila- 
tion, and tiie Messrs. Stanley intend to 
have that and all the other appointments 
as iierfect as possible. 

Lite Huunewell flill Club lias always 
been regarded as simply a nucleus for a 
larger olnb, and when the plan for a new 
club house and a larger membership was 
broached, applications began to come in by 
the score, and the limit of 150 members is 
already very nearly reached, showing that 
there is a great lield for the club. Of 
course Newton, with a population of 
several times that of any other section, is 
an especially favorably lield for such a 
club, as many people object to the trouble 
involved in getting to New tonville to the 
Newton Club, except 011 special occasions, 
and bud the limit been it would proba- 
bly have been reached before the club 
house is finished. It will be a social centre 
for this part of the city, and the ladies, 
especially, are very enthusiastic over the 
project, as the club house will provide a 
place for social aff airs, dances, receptions, 
the weekly meeting of ladies’ clubs, etc.. 


which will be a large source of revenue to 
the club. 

The building will be three stories high, 
and set back 40 feet from Church and 
Eldredge streets. The main entrance will 
be on Church street, w ith the ladies en- 
trance and a porte cochere on Eldredge 
: street. Broad porches with Colonial 
pillars will cover the entrances. 

Wide piazzas will be provided on the rear 
of the building, overlooking the tennis 
■ courts. 

In the basement will be four fine bowling 
alleys, with a head room for spectators, 
also rooms for the janitor, the heating and 
lighting apparatus, and bath and toilet 
rooms. 

On the first floor will be a large vestibule, ■ 
with a coat room and officers room in the 
rear, and with a library, smoking room and 
committee room on either side, and the 
billiard room opposite the entrance, which 
1 will have room tor four tables, and be some 
50 feet in length. 

A circular stairway leads to the second 
floor, which will be devoted largely to the 
ladies. At the head of the stairway will be 
a ladies’ parlor, 10x18, and leading from 
this will be a second apartment tor the 
ladies, 24x34. This latter apurtment is de- 
signed largely for the use of the various 
I women’s societies of Newton, several of 
I which have already made offers for the use 
: of it. 

! The (lining room also opens directly from 

I the ladies’ apartment. The arrangement 
j of the second floor is such that the rooms 
can he shutoff entirely from the rest of the 
1 club house. 

The dining hall is directly over the 
| billiard room, and will oe 25x53. It is so 
arranged that it can he divided into two 
apartments by folding doors. This room 
has doors opening onto the open balcony. 

The third story is occupied by the large 
assembly and amusement hall. Its dimen- 
i sions are 50x(>0, and its seating capacity 4' 
The bight of the room in the centre will be 
Iff feet and at the sides 14 feet, it will he 
, provided with a large stage and with every 
convenience for entertainments. 

The finish of the entire interior will he 
quartered oak except in the ladies’ apart- 
ments, which will be finished in ivory 
white enamel. The floors throughout the 
1 house will he of oak.

The coniinon council transacted an un- 
usual amount of concurrent business at its 
regular meeting, Monday evening. In all 
ffl petitions, resolutions, and orders were 
received from the upper board, and dis- j 
posed of in concurrence. 

When President Davis rapped to order at 
7.4"i all the members were in their seats. 
After the rending of the records a long list 
of petitions ami unimportant orders were i 
•disposed of in concurrence. 

The matter of laying a common sewer in 
Edlnboro street came before the board, and 
a hearing was given to remonstrants. 
Avery Jenks and Reuben Forknall ap- 
peared to protest against the construction 
of the sewer at the present time, and urged 
that in view of the hard times it would be 
4 in unnecessary hardship to indict on the 
residents in the street. 

Mr. Delaney appeared to remonstrate 
against the [seizure of land for a common 
sewer in Chandler street and Mrs. Dunn 
entered a similar protest in regard to North 
Adams street; Reuben Forknall appeared 
to protest against the terms of the widen- 
ing of Chapel street for the benefit of the 
Newton Street Railway Company. 

The first hitch came when the order pro- 
viding for the laying out of Jackson road 
came up. Councilman Layman asked if 
there were funds in the city treasury for 
the purpose, and if the matter had been 
considered by the highway committee. 

Councilman Potter replied that notes had 
been issued for this purpose, and that the 
part of the street, which was constructed 
along the line of the brook would be paid 
for in part under the grade crossing agree- 
ment. _ 

On motion of Councilman Layman the 
matter was referred back to the highway 
committee for further consideration. 

When the order rescinding the order 
appropriating $10,000 for the Newton 
Hospital came up Councilman Dana in- 
quired the meaning of the order. Council- 
man Lowell stated that the committee of 
conference would report to the aldermen 
next Tuesday evening a satisfactory agree- 
ment between the hospital trustees and the 
citv council, but he could not state the sub- 
stance of Chairman Hobart’s report. 
Councilman Dana thought the two matters 
should be considered at once, and Council- 
man Lowell offering no objection the con- 
sideration of the order was postponed to 
the next meeting. , . , 

Councilman Whittlesey objected to the 
passage of the order authorizing the issue 
of $100,000 worth of sewer bonds. He 
thought the present condition of the city 
treasury would not warrant such an in- 
crease in the bonded indebtedness of the 
•city 

Councilman Dana explained that the 
sewer department was without funds to 
carry on necessary work, and that it was 
necessary to extend the system to Newton 
Lower Falls this summer. 

Councilman Whittlesey still maintained 
his objection. Councilman Dana stated 
that he understood that at least > ^i.ooo, 
which belonged t * the sewer department, 
had been used for other purposes. I lie 
money, he said, was very badly needed. 
The city had by recent legislative enact- 
ment the right to increase its indebtedness 
for sewer construction, and much of the 
money would be paid backus assessments. 

Councilman Potter was unable to see 
why so large an Issue of bonds was asked 
lor The coum?'.’ man from Ward 1 luee 
stated that lie could see no reason why the 
citv should expend this money. If it* bor- 
rowing capacity had been increased it* re- 
source* had not, and its financial condition 
would not justify such an increase in the 
d *bt. lie moved, and it was voted, to refer 
the order back t - the linan ’e committee lor 
further consideration. , . . 

Councilman Chesley presented a petition, 
which was referred to the street light com- 
mittee, signed by J 1*. Haggerty, asking 
for street lights on Chestnut street, l pper 
Falls. Dr id get Ryan was referred to the 
high wav committee on petition for concrete 
sidewalks with edgestones on Chestnut 
and Eliot streets. 

Edward Almy and others were also re- 
ferred to the highway committee on peti- 
tion for concrete sidewalks on Woodbine 
street, Auhurndale. Councilman Potter 
inquired if the public property committee 
was prepared to report on the question ot 
insuring public buddings, and Councilman 
Warren replied that the o jinmittee was un- , 
willing to act until every member wa 
present, and was waiting for the return «< 
Alderman Allen. At 10 the council u< 
journed.

Beacon Hill, April 14, isfi7. 

If the committee on metropolitan affairs 
has the good luck it expects, 'today will j 
finish up all its hearings excepting those 
which are held jointly with other commit- 
tees, notably that on street rail ways, which 
Is considering the elevated railroad peti- 
tions, and is also by the wav, making good 
progress toward closing up, the remon- 
strants being engaged in putting In their 
ease, so that ere long Mr. Pleknrd can de- 
vote himself exclusively to defending the 
reports of the committee on the tloor. I 
have seen no reason to change my conclu- 
sion of some weeks’ since, that despite his 
hard work, Mr. Pickard is having the 
best time on Beacon Hill this year of any 
member. Legislation wears on some peo- 
ple, and others thrive upon it. Mr. Pickard 
is of the latter class, so that while the 
chairman of his committee, Senator Dal- 
liuger, is showing unmistakable signs of 
weariness, and one is led to condole with 
him on the hard work he has to do, Mr. 
Pickard seems to be in better health than 
when he started in. The rule that it is a 
good plan to let the other fellow do the 
worrying, is an excellent one to follow on 
Beacon II ill, for while every man ought to 
do his best, it Is evident that when he has 
done it it is of no earthly use to worry. 

The bill for the! separation of public in- 
stitutions in Boston was more successful 
last week than any of its friends thought 
would be possible, and the indications now 
are that having refused to refer it to the 
next general court, it will become a law, I 
think 1 have already explained why it was 
that Mr. Piokard changed his attitude, 
which was at first in favor of the reference, 
lie thought that it would be better to wait 
and see what the general commission of 
public charities recommended on this sub- 
ject. They recommended separation, and 
there was nothing else for him to do, but to 
favor it also. But a funny change in 
the situation came when tin* subject was 
debated. It soon became evident that 
those who opposed separation in the state 
institutions were trying to see what they 
could do in the direction of heading off this 
bill so as to make capital. The friends of 
the state bill took new heart when the 
Boston bill was saved from disaster. The 
facts in regard to the Boston bill seem to 
be that when Edwin U. Curtis was elected 
mayor he happened to be counsel of the old 
commissioners of public institutions in 
Boston, who were under investigation. 
Mrs. Alice N. Lincoln was the chief com- 
plainant against their methods, and the re- 
sult of the incident was that Mayor Curtis 
had to resign as counsel, and there was a 
mix-up which naturally led to hard feelings 
on the part of the mayor against the re- 
former, who, as he] seem s to look at it, is 
simply a woman with a fad. who has man- 
aged to gain the support of the Back Bay 
element. When Curtis was defeated for 
re-election, many persons felt that one 
great cause of it was that unfortunate in- 
cident in his professional career. Now, 
Mrs. Lincoln has aroused public feeling to 
the pitch of insistence on the separation, 
and Mayor Quinoy, who is rather a shrewd 
man, has seen his chance to make uolitical 
capital by indorsing the change. Commis- 
sioner Marshall, backed up by his chief, 
also feels that he cannot do ull he ought to 
alone, and his attitude 1ms mude the pass- 
age of the bill even easier. Meanwhile, 
Curtis has continued his hostility to the 
measure, and has brought every influence 

K ossible to bear upon the Republican mem- 
ers of the general court. But a state com- 
mission has declared in favor of the separa- 
tion of children, criminals, insane and 
other classes of paupers. The principle 
c run mends itself to every careful man or 
woman, and the question men like the 
Newt »n member ask themselves is whether 
it is wise to abandon a policy favored by 
every philanthropist simply because it may 
have |a slight bearing on the municipal 
campaign next December. If Quincy was 
bright enough to juinn on the baud wagon, 
why was not Curtis bright enough to have 
at least kept still, and not have put weapons 
into the hands of his opponent'.* 

The senate had a short session on Mon- 
day, the principal issue being In regard to 
the attendance at the dedication of the 
(Runt monument in New York, which was 
listened to with interest by Mrs. Harwood, 
w ife of the Senator, and Mrs. Judge Bishop 
of Newton. The final decision of the 
senate, which was later concurred in by 
the house, was that the governor should go. 
accompanied by members of his staff, and 
that lie should have a body-guard, presum- 
ably the first corps of cadets, and be also 
accompanied by a regiment, the under- 
standing being that the first should be 
selected. 

On Monday the house ordered to athird 
reading the senate bill to permit railroads 
to buy the stock of roads leased by them, 
which was so earnestly favored by Senator 
Harwood when it was pending in the upper 
branch. The opponents of the measure 
still continue to say that it is a stock- 
jobbing sclienie.or stock watering on a large 
scale. Mr. > anley, the house chairman of 
the committee, hi* h id it amended so as to 
put the question of the am mat of stock to 
be hsued in the hands of the railroad com- 
missi Miers, an 1 to provide that the stock 
s » purchus d shall no*, be sold, nor pledged, 
but be held in the treasury of the compuuy. 

T his does not satisfy the opponents of it, | 
however. Senator Harwood, discussing 
the matter in conversation, said tliut ho | 
took the bill into his office ami made a i 
careful study of it, and when lie had satis- ; 
tied himself that it was all right, gave it ■ 
his support. lie naively remarks that so 
fur as lie ran see, the only effect of the rail- j 
road selling the stock if it desired to do so 
after purchasing it, would be that instead ; 
of the stock it would huvu the money. 
That seems to be the rub with the anti- j 
stock wuterers. 

Mr. Huy ward has now nothing to do but 
defend the reports of his committee, as 
everything is reported from it, and in- | 
cideiitully to cast his representative vote 
lor every good tiling that comes along.

On Wednesday of next week, Watertown |

company was passed in lH*i, and by some j 
mistake there was no provision mude for { 
water < omiiiissiouers In case the town 
should purchase the plant. This was an ! 
important matter, but w hat was far more 
important was the omission of u provision j 
i which is now placed in every water uet : 
I passed, which legalizes a private company. 

| Tliis is a clause providing that when the 
i purchase is made and the price to be puid ] 
| is fixed by a commission appointed by the 
l supreme court, said commission shall not ■ 
include iu it* estimate the value of the fran- 1 
I chisu, good will or future earning capacity 
| It in an old light now, and lias been 
threshed over time ami again, but the legis- 
lature has become wise, and does not sell 
out a tow u body aud soul when it grunts a 
water charter. The only question which 
now arises, when one of these antiques like 
the Watertown churter comes along, is, 
j whether it is u breach of good faith for t lie 


town to go to the gnnernl court and ask 
that the law may he so amended in its ease 
ns to conform to the general policy of the 
commonwealth. In the case of the cities 
of Now bur\ port and Gloucester, the answer 
was that it w as perfectly right to do so, 
and the courts have sustained the general 
court. I understand that in the case of 
Watertown a big bluff was made, and the 
gentle town was notified that if it asked so 
reasonable a thing as this it would be in 
danger of getting no legislation at all. 
Possibly Watertown has no grievance to 
complain of; if not, she had better con- 
tinue to let her water company furnish 
water. If she lms, she will be wise to 
make sure that she has valuation enough 
to pay for a great many things w hich ns a 
matter of justice she ought not to, for no- 
body can say what a commission will de- 
termine to be the value of the future earn- 
ing capacity of the water plant of a grow- 
ing town. I do not write this because I 
am acquainted with the local conditions iu 
Watertow n, but as a matter of opinion, 
based on observation elsewhere. I submit 
that if the Watertown act is w hat it is said 
to be the town had better think a long 
time before it proceeds to take the plant 
under it. Private water companies are 
never formed except where municipalities 
are foolish, for they are always a source of 
trouble. 

Document No. l is still in the hands of 
the house committee on ways and means. 
It Is the auditor’s estimates, and in it is 
the estimate of the sum required to make 
the park commissioners lumpy. The re- 
port of the metropolitan park commission- 
ers still remains in the hands of the com- 
mittee on metropolitan affairs, though it is 
possible today may see some report from 
it. As all the parties in interest were in 
Newton last night, it is perhaps useless for 
me to say more on the subject this w eek. 
The Charles river appropriation Is still a 
matter to be hoped for and labored for.

Executive Clerk Hamlin is right in the 
middle of the fun on the hill, nowadays. 

1 1 is Excellency is giving daily hearings on 
the charges against Gen. Martin, and the 
executive chamber is the most attractive 
place about, perhaps because everybody 
cannot get in. Assistant Attorney (Jon. 
Travis was fortunate enough not to be as- 
signed to sit at the Governor’s elbow, that 
service being performed by Mr. Ilallowell, 
his colleague, so the New ton law yer has a 
little time to attend to other tilings, but 
Mr. Hamlin, being by virtue of his office, 
secretary of the body, spends most of his 
time where he can be got at if wanted. It 
is a pity that a man iu whom the public 
has so much continence as Gen. Martin, 
should be subjected to this ordeal, what- 
ever the cause, or whatever the outcome. 

My cherished friend William II. Cool- 
idge is not through with his trouble with 
the Massachusetts Benefit association, as 
it looks. The committee on insurance 
having reported a bill to provide for the 
continuance of the commission which is 
investigating it, and reported leave to 
withdraw on a bill to terminate its work 
at an early date, somebody else lms come 
along with a bill to provide for the im- 
mediate reinstatement of the “active” mem- 
bers of the association, who were made 
“benefit” members in an unsuspecting 
moment. The bill further provides that 
the pul icy holders shall meet June 1. 1 
think Mr. Coolidge would like to see an 
early meeting of the stockholders; whether 
he wants anything else that the legislation 
mentioned or that reported adversely calls 
for I am not able to say. He is rather re- 
sponsible for that commission, and 1 do 
not blame him for being taken with a 
paroxysm of dumbness when his opinion 
is asked upon its work. 

The election laws committee lms not 
yet closed i s hearings on the McTam- 
nmny voting machines, but 1 do not hesi- 
tate to say that most of us will continue 
to v ite jfor some time with the useful boxes 
invented by Mr. Adams of Newton.

As for myself, 1 always preferred a piano 
or organ to machine music, and can some- 
what appreciate the sentiments of those 
who oppose machine voting.

The Single Tax Class & Club. 

Monday evening wus the twenty-sixth 
regular meeting. Mr. Fillebrown reported 
another very pleasant evening given to the 
Single Tax with the Eight O’clock Club of 
Newton on Murch 25tli. 

Principal attention wus given to the 
lesson of the evening, Progress and 
Poverty, Book ill, Chap. 1, “The inquiry 
narrowed to the Laws of Distribution.” 
A young member of the class read a very 
creditable paper. 

A lively urruigumeut of the Henry 
George Theory was then presented from 
the *taudpoiut suggested by the pamphlet 
of Mr. Thos. Hills, twenty-live years chair- 
man of the Boston Hoard n| Assessors. 
This was a long aud interesting paper 
bristling with opposition points, most of 
which have received the Single Tax answer 
at previous meetings. One of the points 
was, that un increased tax upon rent 
(ground rent) must diminish rent itself, that 
i if landlords are taxed more on wln.t 
t my now receive from their tenants, those 
t maiits would pay them less. A second 
was that vacant lund would under the 
Single Tax lose all taxable value. Third, 
that if tenants were compelled to pay to 
the state the same rent as they now pay to 
landlords, the temiuts would at once aban- 
don two-thirds or t lie laud. 

Answer was offered to the first tliut 
ground rent is the market value of location 
fixed by competition and not affected by 
taxation. To the second, that the vacant 
two-thirds of Hostou’s laud today is as- 
sessed at $55,'. *»i, sin, about one-eighth of 
Hie vulue o! all its laud, ($447, Bib, 700). 
T his low valuation on so huge an area, t lie 
Single Taxer holds thut business activities 
stimulated by freer opportunities cannot 
fail to increase. The third point would 
seem to be answered by a little reilection. 
Each of the other many points will receive 
fresh attention from time to time. 

Our next lesson introduces us to the 
greatest, and gruvebt, and least understood 
of these three factors, Rent, Progress & 
Poverty, Hook 111, Chapter II, Rent and 
the Law of Rent. Several papers are 
hoped for. Tire date of the next meeting 
is Monday evening, April 2<ith.

Newton has been greatly excited tills 
week over postofflce matters and Inspec- 
tor Boynton, who is said to have fallen a 
victim to the blandishments of Newtonvllle 
people, is having his life made a harden in 
consequence. 

The first plan proposed was to have con- 
trail delivery stations at Newton, West 
Newton and Newton Centro, and that 
seemed to satisfy all but the Newtonvllle 
and Aulmrndale people, who were to lose 
their postoflloes. 

Aulmrndale people seem to bo resigned 
to having a sub-station, retaining all their 
present privileges except the postmaster, 
but Newtonvllle was not of the same 
mind. 

Late last week a still hunt was started, a 
well known woman was secured to solicit 
signers to a petition, Inspector lioynton 
was besieged by u crowd of Newtonville’s 
hustling citizens, and he promised, it is 
said, probably for the sake of peace, to 
recommend that the central postolllco 
should be located at Newtonvllle, its name 
changed to Newton, and to make all the 
other villages subsidiary to Ward Two. It 
was a brilliant prospect for Newtonvllle. 
but unfortunately the secret got out and 
then war was declared. 

Newton residents, who generally think 
that their section can speak for itself, with- 
out any need of bragging, got roused up 
and indignant delegations called upon the 
Inspector to know what lie meant by mak- 
ing such a ridiculous promise. 

Newton Centre also waked up from its 
usual sleepy indifference to anything out- 
side of Newton Centre, and sent delega- 
tion after delegation to the Inspector, to 
enlarge upon the claims Newton Centre 
has to the central office. 

The Inspector is a very suave sort of an 
official, and he tried ineffectually to pour 
oil upon.the troubled waters. lie told them 
how unseemly it was for members of the 
same family to be jealous of each other, 
how much better it would be to be all one 
city than a collection of country villages, 
and how much the government would save 
by the change. 

lie was too diplomatic to indicate wlmt 
his recommendation would be, but as he 
referred to the fact that Newtonville had 
the High school and the Newton Club, and 
the Masonic hall, and would soon have the 
new City Hall, and all other public build- 
ings, and that Ward One was really a part 
of Newtonville, it was evident where he 
got such varied information. 

He also said that all the street railway 
center at Newtonville, although one visitor 
told him that they only made a short stop 
there on their way to Newton, which 
would be the starting point of all the rail- 
ways as soon as the grade crossings were 
abolished. 

He was asked if he did not know that 
Newton was really the business section of 
the city, and that the two newspapers were 
located there, the two oldest and richest 
banks, the City Gas Company, the Free 
Library, the main business corporations of 
the city, that the Newton office served 
10, 000 people, while the Newtonville office 
only served .’toon, that ‘Jo.immi people were 
within a radius of a mile from the Newton 
ofliee, more than in all the rest of the city, 
and that the legitimate business of the 
Newton office is as large as that of all 
the rest of the city put together. 

Assistant Inspector Snow here told of 
the great business done at Newtonville. 
of some local mailing agency that lmd 
half a ton of matter a week, but ho was re- 
minded that that was probably only a tem- 
porary affair, here today and gone tomor- 
row, not like an old established Newton in- 
stitution, and that because Boston business 
men bought all their stamps in Newtonville 
and some of them sent their mail matter 
out by express teams, to be mailed there, 
that did not make it a business center. 

Inspector Boynton said he was sorry for 
Congressman Sprague, as each village of 
Newton seemed to think it had a special 
claim on him, but he himself would recom- 
mend what seemed to him best, and then it 
could be fought out in the department at 
Washington. 

One Newton gentleman, to whom Inspec- 
tor Boynton spoke of nutting the main 
office in the center of the city, asked him 
why he did not recommend moving the 
Boston office out toBoxbury, as tliut would 
be nearer the center of the Boston postal 
district than its present location. Of course 
the fact that for years it had been Boston, 
was of no importance, any more than that 
Newton had always been called such and 
was the oldest part of the city, and to 
change would bring in endless confusion. 

An article in a Boston paper, which 
seems to have been inspired from the post- 
office building, gives the following, which 
is probably what the Inspector will really 
recommend : 

“The postoffice inspectors have two 
schemes under consideration. One is the 
abolition of all but two or three of t lie 
postoflice.s, but there is so much opposition 
to this plan that it is hardly likely the in- 
spectors will recommend it. 

'fhe other plan is the establishment of 
only one central postotlice, with sub- 
stations in each of the several villages.with 
a superintendent in charge who shall con- 
duct the business precisely as it is conduct- 
ed now. 'l'lie opposition to this is based 
chiefly on the misapprehension that all the 
nihil would have to go through the central 
office. The remonstrants do not take into 
consideration the fact that the railway 
postollice would distribute the mails just as 
they do under the existing conditions. 
There are now live distributions daily by 
the railway postollice, and the mail of the 
several villages goes directly to their 
several offices. 

The change will not alter this in any re- 
spect. The chief difference would be that 
whereas now only a portion of tin* city is 
covered by the carriers, there would be 
free delivery throughout, and whereas now 
the public of each village may shake ha ds 
in the morning with a postmaster, under 
the conditions of the change they would 
greet a superintendent. To most people 
this last statement sounds ruther flippant.

THE CHARLES RIVER. 


ITS IMPROVEMENT A HOON TO 000,000 
PEOPLE. 


In the hall of the Newton Club Tuesday 
evening, with many members of the legis- 
lative committees on metropolitan affairs 
and on ways and means present, ns also a 
goodly number of members and other 
guests of the club, Mr. J. O. Thorp of 
Cambridge mnde an eloquent and practical 
plea for the improvement of the Chivies 
river. 

While Mr. Thorp disclaimed any ability 
as an “itinerant lecturer or speaker," yet 
his large audience was oaptivatod by h<s 
pleasing personality and his equally pleas- 
ing presentation of the practical, as well us 
the sentimental side of the question of the 
Charles river improvement. So interested, 
entertained and well instructed were his 
listeners that they are loath to believe that 
the improvement may not at once become 
an actuality. 

The members of the legislative commit- 
tees present w ere the guests of the club, 
and Included the Newton Senator and Rep- 
resentatives, Senator Dallinger of <’nm- 
bridge, Jerry McCarthy, Charles W. Hub- 
bard, and other prominent men from towns 
and cities along the river. 

Mr. Thorp was introduced by President 
Powers in a fellcitious manner, and stated 
the object of the meeting, which was to 
consider the improvement of the Charles 
River. 

Mr. Thorp said : ' 

“The cause I have at heart, happily, can 
speak for itself with expression more elo- 
quent than any words of mine. And I 
hope when we are through this evening 
you will all agree with me that we have in 
the Charles river a possession of which the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts and those 
who are a part of that commonwealth may 
well be proud. 

“I think I may, within the limits of 
justice, say that there is no river in this 
country that combines so much natural 
beauty with so much historic and literary 
interest as does the Charles. 1 am hero 
this evening, not only to show' how we can 
preserve this immediate natural interest 
and beauty, but how to add to them in all 
possible ways, under the direction of that 
very intelligent commission of the metro- 
politan park district. 

“To my mind, to do this is to assure the 
development of that public opinion such as 
the commonwealth of Massachusetts al- 
ways finds in its intelligent officials, and 
which prompts them to do the thing neces- 
sary to be done." 

After acknowledging his indebtedness 
for nearly all of the pictures to be thrown 
on the screen by the stereopticon, Mr. 
Thorp had shown a sketch map of the 
Charles-, giving a splendid idea of how the 
river winds, from its beginning in Echo 
lake, some ‘25 miles from Boston, to its 
mouth. In its windings, he said, the stream 
runs more than 100 miles on Its way to the 
sea. 

Mr. Thorp compared the Charles to the 
rivers Danube, Rhone and Rhine, which 
rise in about the same manner and flow in 
three directions, as do the Charles, Nepon- 
set und Blackstone rivers. 

Then the Dedham cut-off was shown, 
made in the earliest days of the settlement 
of tlie commonwealth. 

The slow progress of the Charles, Mr. 
Thorp was sure, would result in defilement 
or objectionable marshes, detrimental To 
public interest, if not properly improved. 
If suitably improved by the park commis- 
sion, the stream would yet be one of wealth 
and beauty. 

Views of Milford and the other towns 
along the river were shown, and Mr. Thorp 
stated that the Charles was the very centre 
of the park reservations; its improvement 
would benefit in many ways not less than 
‘.XKi.ooo persons, 500,000of whom lived with- 
in two miles of the river itself. It was the 
duty of the commonwealth to take in hand 
this improvement, through the intelligent 
handling of the metropolitan park commis- 
sion. Tho practical side far outweighed 
Mr. Thorp was sure, the mere sentimental 
side. The river improvement meant not 
only summer pleasure, but winter pleasure 
for the general public, young and old, and 
it meant in the end increased wealth to the 
commonwealth. 

The Riverside improvements projected 
by Mr. Charles W. Hubbard were shown 
and praised by Mr. Thorp. Then he came 
down to the erection of the mill dam by 
Uriah Cotting in 1S14, and its opposition at 
that time by Beacon street, which street, 
he stud, it was rumored (uppluuse and 
laughter,) ’ now as strenuously as then op- 
posed the improvement of the Charles 
river. If the improvement could even be 
begun at Cottage Farm, he said, why let 
us have that, and after a while Beacon 
street might be persuaded to consent to the 
improvement lower down.. 

Then, after showing by means of tho 
slides how Beacon street now looks at tho 
rear of its houses on the banks of the 
Charles, Mr. Thorp had some enchanting 
views, showing how beautiful the proposed 
improvements would make tho same locali- 
ty, comparing the improvements to those 
along the beautiful Ulster basin of Ham- 
burg. 

At ti,ie conclusion of his lecture, Mr. 
Thorp was given a vigorous round of ap- 
plause.

BUT ONE NEWTON. 

AN AHRUHI) SCHEME TO CHANOK NAMES OF 
HAILWAY STATIONS. 


In connection with the proposed change 1 
In tho nostal arrangements throughout the 
city of Newton, the Boston <Sc Albany rail- 
road, according to a rumor in the Boston 
Herald, Intends as soon as the Im- 
provements on the main line nre complete, 
to carry out a plan that will compel people 
of tho city of Newton to revise the nomen- 
clature of their residing places and tho 
real estate men their advertisements. 

'l'lie scheme is nothing less than a re- 
naming of nil the stations in the city, do* 
ing away with the distinction between the 
villages. There will ho but one “Newton,” 
and that the city as a whole. 

'l’lie several stations will then be known 
as “Such a street, Newton." For Instance, 
it is said that Newton, the first village on 
the main line going from Boston, and torni- 
erly known as "Newton Corner,” will then 
bo called, “Washington street, Newton.” 
Newtonville will become “Walnut street, 
Newton,” West Newton, “Chestnut street, 
Newton,” and so on throughout the entire 
list. 

This radical change will at first throw 
everything into confusion, and will doubt- 
less be bitterly opposed by the people of 
the c'ty, who will be loath to lose the In- 
dividuality of their respective places of 
residence. While a city, one municipal 
corporation, Newton is still today largely 
an aggregation of villages, each with its 
own individual existence. Each has its 
churches, its schools, its stores and Its 
postollice. The villages are more than 
mere names of railway stations, and have 
each a more or less separate social ex 1st- 
enoe. 

But this is less true than it was a fe\v 
years ago. In truth, Newton is in a transi- 
tion state, 'l’lie numerous street railways 
are binding the parts together, and there is 
much more intercourse between them than 
formerly. The city is building up so fast 
that the spaces between the villages are 
being covered with houses, and one hardly 
knows in some places when he leaves one 
and enters another. The central boulevard. 
Commonwealth avenue, has opened tip and 
is peopling an hitherto unsettled territory 
that belongs to no one railway station in 
particular. In short, the electric roads are 
becoming more and more a dominant factor 
in the growth of the city, and the steam 
roads less, although they still carry by far 
the larger number of passengers. 

The Newton Club has done much to 
break down the barriers between the dif- 
ferent sections. It is at Newtonville, and 
there/ also are the high school and the new’ 
Masonic Temple. At West Newton is the 
City Hall, and at Newton Centre, the New- 
ton Athletic Association, while Auburn- 
dale has the Newton Boat Club. Thus, 
through improvements in the inter-urban 
transpoitution, people from all pasts of the 
city visit socially other villages more and 
more. Newton is fast becoming a city, 
well knit together and with sewerage, 
water and other improvements of a city. 

How the people of the several New tons 
will view the change in the names of their 
stations remains to be seen, for it has not 
become known to the public up to this 
time. There is a great deal of pride still 
in the different villages. The inhabitants 
of each are proud of its attractions, and in 
many of them they have improvement so- 
cieties which have done much for them. 
To change the nomenclature so radically 
will throw everything into confusion and 
will doubtless be opposed for that reason, 
and also on sentimental grounds, and 
would increase the likelihood of strangers 
making mistakes. 


The Pi Eta Operetta. 

Bray’s Hall at Newton Centre was w’ell 
filled, Saturday night, to witness the pro- 
duction of “Fool’s Gold” by the Pi Eta 
Society of Harvard. The music was by 
John A. Loud, MW, and the word? by Vivian 
Burnett, mw, son of the noted authoress and 
especially interesting to many as the origi- 
nal of Lord Fauntleroy. 

The company was badly handicapped by 
the jsmall stage, the failure of the calcium 
light to work properly, and the poor acous- 
tic properties of the hull, but In spite of 
these they gave u very creditable perform- 
ance, and called out a good deal of applause. 
The music was bright and catchy, and the 
choruses were especially enjoyable, but it 
was not possible to hear very much of the 
text, save by those who had the very front 
seats, but it is said by those who have 
heard the opera in other places to have it 
good ileal of literary merit, and that the 
dialogue is very amusing. 

Mr. Burnett takes the part of Amorello 
the favorite page, E. M. Waterhouse as 
Gioyu, the pretty maiden with whom all 
are in love, and F. E. Barry as tho blood- 
thirsty bandit, with the heavy father, the 
homely sister, the jealous rival, and a num- 
ber of other characters, with a large and 
well trained chorus of village lads and 
lasses, who rather crowded the small stage. 
The plot is not very intricate, but intro- 
duces many humorous incidents, and all is 
brought to a very satisfactory climax. 
There were many striking tableaux, but as 
tli»! calcium light was illuminating the 
heads of the audience instead of the stage 
they were not as effective ns they might 
have been. Some unusually good dancing 
was given by a quartet in regular ballet 
costume, and this was one of the best 
things of the evening, the dancers being re- 
markably graceful and agile for umuteurs, 
ami their costumes particularly up to date. 
The scenery, which was painted for the 
occasion, was pleasing und made a hand- 
some setting for the events of the play. 
Tlte audience was at times quite enthusias- 
tic, and frequent encores were demanded, 
tlie excellent orchestra culling out some 
hearty applause. 

'l’lie performance was only another proof 
tliut one of tlie great needs of Newton is u 
modern opera house, in some central loca- 
tion, where amuteur theatricals could be 
given in a creditable way, and tlie audience 
could both sue and hear with comfort. 
Such a place would be sure to be popular, 
and would return a fair, though not proba- 
bly a very large return upon the invest- 
ment, but whoever would put up snob u 
building would be a public benefactor. 
Newton is large enough to sustain such a 
place, uud occasional professional perform- 
ances would be profitable.

THE TOST OFFICE WAR. 


The prospect of free delivery for the 
whole city has stirred up a very lively war, 
and apparently rather strained the relations 
between the different villages of Newton. 
It is every village for itself, and the light 
has many amusing features, especially the 
comments people of one section make upon 
the greedy and grasping nature displayed 
by the citizens in a rival village. [Evidently, 
if we are to have one main office, the only 
way in which the postal authorities can 
Avert civil Avar is to locate it in every vil- 
lage. 

But we do not think the time has yet 
come for one central office. The interests 
of the different villages are too diverse* 
they are too much like separate towns, and 
too far apart in many ways to permit of 
any such scheme at present. 

The sensible plan would be the one lirst 
proposed, to have three main offices, two 
on the north side of the city and one on 
the south, and have either sub-stations or 
carrier stations instead of the offices that 
would be discontinued. If people wish the 
advantages of free delivery they must ex- 
pect to take the disadvantages of the 
system as well. 

Newton itself has 20,000 people within a 
mile of its postoffice, and is also the center 
of business in the city, having the oldest 
and most important corporations, including 
the two newspapers of the city. It would 
never consent to give up the name of New- 
ton and be Station A or some other letter, 
and if one main office is to be established, 
Newton is the only proper place for it. 

As to where the second station on this 
side of the city should he located, tlmt 
could be settled by the parties interested 
and the department, if the people were in- 
clined to be reasonable about the matter. 
The third station would of course be at 
Newton Centre.

used to it. So far as we have heard no one 
looks upon any change with favor, and any 
j serious intention of making it would meet 
with a vigorous remonstrance from all 
i parties con cerned.

THE VATICAN. 


An Interesting Description of Rome’* Fa- 
mous Old Uuilding. 

The Vatican covers a space of 1,200 feet 
In length and 1.000 feet in breadth nnd is 
the largest palace in the world. It is in 
Rome, on the right bank of the river Tiber, 
and on the Vatican hill, from which it de- 
rives its name. It is said to have lieen 
founded by Pope Syxnmachus, who erected 
a small house on its site about 300 A. D. 
On this site, too, a building wns inhabited 
by Charlemagne in 800. 

Several times It has fallen into decay 
and been restored. Pope Eugenius rebuilt 
it on a magnificent swilo in 1160. In 1305 
Clement V removed the pupal see from 
Rome to Avignon, and the Vatican was 
In a neglected and obscure state for many 
years. 

Nicholas V in 1450 commenced the great 
work of making it the noble palace that it 
now is. After the return of the pontifical 
court to Rome it became the actual resi- 
dence of the pope. One after nnothcr a 
long line of popes have added splendid 
buildings to it, and at present the lowest 
estimute gives the numl*er of rooms at 
4.422. 

Gradually it lias been enriched with 
great paintings, statues, books, curious 
medals, gems, frescoes und antiquities ol 
every description, until it is now the 
world’s richest depository. The museum 
of statuary is about u mile in length und 
contains more than 70,000 statues that 
have been exhumed from the ruined tem- 
ples and palaces of Rome. 

The Vatican contains the Sistine chapel, 
built by Sixtus IV in 1473 und adorned by 
the wonderful genius of Michael Angelo; 
the Paulino chapel, built by Paul III in 
1640; the Loggia uml Srnnze of Raphael, 
ami the court of the Belvedere. 

The library of the Vat lean is truly u 
great one. it is exceedingly rich in man 
uscripts.- containing as many as 40,000, 
some of which are by Pliny, St. Thoma* 
anti St. Charles Borrotneo, uml many He- 
brew, Arabian, Syrian nnd Armenian Bi 
bles. It lias ol at 50.000 printed volumes 
ami several . .oh museums of ancient and 
modern uudclcs of vertu. — Philadelphia 
Times.

H. L., San Frflncisco, writes: ‘In 
the spring of 1880 1 wus living in Park 
man. Gua uga eouuty, O. 1 hud 30 or 40 
apple trees. Some men came along graft- 
ing apples, and 1 employed them to graft 
my trees, which were ubout 6 years old. 
They cut off the limbs and put in prob- 
ably half u dozen grafts to the tree. When 
they got to bearing, one of the trees hud 
one graft thut bore apples of ubout modi 
um size, and one-half of the apple was yel 
low and the other liulf green. The yellow 
half was sweet ami the green liulf was 
sour. One graft bore apples one-fourth yel- 
low und one-fourth green, und anotherone 
fourth yellow und one-fourth gni n. '1 lit 
yellow was sweet and the gm-n hour. Cun 
you tell how thut could huppenh’ 

The apple was probubly ihc Khotlc Is- 
land greening, which is especially prone to 
play these pranks. In the last it is gener- 
ally classed with the subucid varieties. In 
California it is very often wholly sweet. 
Its hubit of having occasionally section* ol 
the sunn fruit of different diameters is 
well known. Occasional variation* in 
these and other characters are common in 
all kinds of fruits und flowers. Perfectly 
white stripes will at times appear in leave* 
normally green, and the while would liuve 
a different taste to llie green. We do not 
churge tla-se \ agarics to grafting, crossing 
with oilier pollen or any external influ- 
ence', but to some obscure law operating 
In plunlsuluil times. — Meehan's Monthly.

The richest- prince Is not nlwnys he thut 
reigns over the most, extensive and popu- 
lous empire, with the largest nnd the most 
prosperous cities, and the in'st filled treas- 
ure house. 

Back in the middle ngos there reigned n 
prinee. called Klierhurd the Good, who was 
s grand old man. just, wise and true, and 
his little principality wns the envied cor- 
ner of Europe, for though ho was only n 
grand duke, he ruled so justly and well 
thnt liis subjects were happy, nnd they all 
loved him as a father. 

There was a feast one day at. the city ot 
Worms, and all the German princes were 
drinking wine at t lie banquet table, when 
a dispute arose as to which of thorn win 
the richest- and most prosi>erous. 

Prillin' Ernest of Saxony Inwisted of broad 
domains, brimming with gold and silvei 
mines, and his great pnlace filled with 
golden treasure. 

“I am richer than he,” said the Electot 
Frederick of the Rhine. “From my grand 
castle at Heidelberg I can look over league* 
and leagues ot hillsides covered with vine- 
yards and valleys rich with golden grain- 
fields.” 

King Louis of Bnvnrin clnlmed the palm 
of sovereignty “because,” he «iiil. “pros 
porous cities and ricli old cloisters, filled 
with works of art, arc greater treasure* 
than gold or silver mines, vineyards ot 
ripened gmlnflclds. ” 

Then they all looked at the old lord ol 
Wurttemberg, whose hair and board wort 
white ns the snow on Alpine peaks, and 
whose blue eyes were shining with a smile. 

“I hnve little to boast of.” he said meek 
ly. “There are but few cities in Wurttem 
berg, nnd no silver mines, no famous vine 
yards, and no great store of trensure nnd 
precious stones. But I own one rare jewel 
•—1 can wander anywhere in my dominion* 
without fear and lay my old head in peace- 
ful slumber in the cot of my humblest sub- 
ject. ” 

“It is enough,” they cried in chorus. 
“We yield the ]wilm to thee, for there art 
no richer treasures thun a people’s lovt 
and loyalty.” 

Duke Eberhnrd wns one of the great 
heroes of the feudal times.

Nor has time lifccn able to blot out hi* 
fair name, und though half a thousand 
years have passed away, dividing the liv- 
ing from the dead, it is always pleasant 
and refreshing when wo look liack upon 
those times to find the name of him the} 
called the richest prince.

RIVERSIDE PLAYGROUND. 

A COMPREHENSIVE SCHEME FOIl OUTDOOR 
RECREATION. 

The Riverside Recreation Grounds are 
being put into shape, nnd will add greatly 
to the popularity of the place. 

A tract of about 40 acres In the town of 
Weston, just across the river from the 
Riverside station on the B. A- A. railroad, 
is being laid out by Mr. Charles W. Hub- 
bard as an athletic track, tennis grounds 
and lawns which may ultimately become n 
golf links, while the water front and river 
are to be prepared for boating and swim- 
ming. It is intended to preserve the 
grounds for the present in shape for out- 
door recreation, and it is hoped to eventu- 
ally hold it as a land trust controlled by a 
few men Interested In public physical re- 
creation. 

With this end in view, the plan of ad- 
ministration includes a board of live man- 
agers, to be composed of two trustees, the 
president of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, the superintendent of schools 
in Boston and the chairman of the metro- 
politan park commission, or their appoint- 
ees. An advisory committee is at present 
supervising the plans. Membership may 
be secured by payment of yearly duos, 
amounting to Sr> for students and $lo for 
others, provided applications are approved 
by a committee of sponsors w ho have con- 
sented to examine applications, consisting 
of Edwin 1\ Senver, superintendent of 
public schools. Boston ; Supt. Aldrich of 
Newton, ex-Mayor II. K. Hibbard, and 
other prominent educators. 

The present building contains a ladles’ 
room, eight olubrooms, with shower baths, 
and 350 lockers. On the completion by 
May 1 of a section of the new building, 
there will be two general and 12 private 
club rooms, containing over 500 lockers; a 
Indies' parlor, a few single dressing rooms 
and accommodations for about 150 boats. 
The completed buildings will provide a 
hall for dancing, a restaurant, a winter 
parlor and a bowling alley. 

The swimming pool is about half an acre 
in extent and divided into two parts, the 
larger one about seven feet deep, with 
grass banks and a battery of spring boards 
for diving. The smaller part will have a 
more shelving bench and be adapted for 
the less skilful swimmers. Pumping ar- 
rangements will be made for changing the 
water. The pool will be free to subscrib- 
ers. The boats will be furnished for small 
fees to members, but the general standing 
equipment of the grounds will be free to 
members. There will be six double tennis 
courts, a quarter-mile running track, places 
for pole vaulting, shot putting, jumping, 
hammer throwing and other athletic exer- 
cises. 

The foregoing applies mainly to such out- 
door pleasure us is possible in summer, but 
the grounds are designed as well for win- 
ter sport. Skaters and possibly snowshoe- 
ing parties could make it an attractive ami 
well fitted starting point for their trips. 
Another phase of its uses would be as a 
place for interscholastic sports, the grounds 
affording room for foot ball, base ball and 
other games, and the fares to and from 
Boston would be arranged on wholesale 
rates. The grounds were opened April 1, 
and will close, so far as the summer 
schedule is concerned, on Nov. 1. The 
daily hours will be from a. m. to 10 p. in. 

Not all of the plant will be ready in time 
to realize 41ie full scope of the scheme this 
summer. It will take time to get a track, 
for instance, into condition for racing, time 
to prepare tennis courts, time to erect all 
the buildings; but enough is already in 
sight to start the enterprise, and the gospel 
of regeneration in the breath of the woods 
ami rivers could hardly bo preached under 
more promising auspices. The place is as 
near au approach to wild nature as could 
be expected so close to a metropolis. It is 
served by railroad facilities that could 
easily deserve that trite term of the ad- 
vertiser-unsurpassed.

It lias been said that there are no 
skaters on ice in the world us graceful 
us the American girls. This may be due 
in a measure to the difference in method 
between the skating of the girl of the 
Hew world and her English sister, but 
be the cause what it may the truth ot 
the assertion still holds. An essential 
feature of the English method is to skate 
with u straight knee, which cannot bo 
accomplished to the letter and at the 
same time give the graceful, easy stroke 
which is so noticeable a characteristic 
of the American skater. It cannot be 
said, however, that the women of the 
old country are as prone to adopt this 
method us the men, und there are in 
England today some xvally fine skaters. 
Englishmen as a rule execute their 
movements on the ice on a grand scale. 
They appear to be flying rather than 
merely gliding over the surface of the 
ice, und some of their strokes are really 
marvels of strength and skill, one stroke 
frequently eanyiugtheskuter the entire 
length of the rink. The American skut- 
er, however, takes the stroke with a 
slightly bended knee and then, coming 
up to the straight knee movement, 
mukes a most easy und graceful appear- 
ance. — Washington Post.

BURIED POMPEII. 


A VISIT TO TUI EXCAVATIONS IN Till 
FAMOUS CITY. 


Naples, March 15. 

We left Cava del Terreni by rail, early 
enough to reach Pompeii, nnd to spend 
some hours in walking with an “English 
speaking” guide, through the streets and 
ruined buildings of the city, before taking 
the afternoon train for Naples. Pompeii 
stands on a hill not very high. The differ- i 
ern e between the fates of llereulanean and 
Pompeii some of you may know. For the ; 
benefit of others, I will state it. A stream 
of liquid mud flowed into the former und 
filled and covered it with a paste that 1ms 
hardened into stone. But the ashes and 
pumice stone from the volcano were driven 
up high into the air. by the violence of the 
eruption, nnd were caught by a strong 
north west wind and blown over Pompeii, 
into which they fell, filling it fulland piling 
in huge drifts above it. till it was buried 
deep. Tills on the 2:Wl of November, A. I)., 
7(». The city was then about seven hun- 
dred years old. 

Of course, exhumation was easier here 
titan in the other city. 

The material that has been dug up and 
carted out has been spread about outside 
the city upon the plain. 

The city was entered, as the excavations 
now are. by the Porta Marina, or sea gnte, 
for the city hnd a port on the River Sumo, 
which once flowed near the walls ami 
emptied into the sea a mile away. The 
shore line 1ms changed, and the city is 
farther inland. From the Gate there is an 
ascending carriage way, another beside 
that, for pedestrians. The road and the 
city streets are paved with blocks of stone 
laid in concrete, and much worn by chariot 
wheels. 

In the middle of the archway which 
passes under the walls is a door that opens 
into a local museum. Here we see casts of 
doors, of a chariot-wheel, of baskets, of 
human bodies m divers positions, of dogs, 
fowls, etc. The most interesting thing 
here is the skeleton of a rabbit, lying in a 
bronze nan, which was found in an oven, 
where it had been placed to be cooked for 
dinner. 

Next above the Museum is the Basilica, 
or Court of Justice. It is an open court, 
surrounded by a cloister supported by 
brick pillars. At one end was the judg- 
ment seat, beneath which was a cell for 
prisoners; there two skeletons were found. 
Near by the Basilica is the Temple of 
Apollo, which was the most sumptuous 
building in Pompeii, adorned with pictures 
and statues in bronze and marble, all of 
which are now in the museum in Naples. 

Next we pass to the Forum, a largo open 
space partly surrounded with a colonade. 
Iiere were equestrian stntues dedicated to 
the memory of eminent citizens. At the 
north end is the Temple of .love, the finest 
building in the place, though mutilated by 
the earthquake of A. D. its. Then there 
are the Pantheon, the Temple of Mercury, 
in which are deposited curiosities found in 
the excavations. Not open to the public. 

Coming to the Street of Abundance, so 
called from a public fountain on which is a 
has relief of a cornucopia, we find the 
House of the Skeleton, where the skeleton 
of a woman lying on a bed wus found ; the 
Triangular Forum, theTempleof Hercules, 
the oldest building in the city; the two 
theatres, Greater and Less, connected with 
which was the fencing school ; the Stubinn 
Baths, the best extant specimen of Homan 
baths. 

I will make mention of but one or two 
more of the houses we saw. 

The House of the Centenary was dis- 
covered iu 187!), “the 18tli centenary of the 
destruction of the city.” In the center of 
the atrium is a large open court, witli a fish 
pond in the middle. Here was found the 
exquisite bronze statuette of a faun holding 
a wine skin; this treasure also is in the 
Naples museum. The decoration of one 
room consists of a white ground, on the 
border of which are dwarfs on stilts gath- 
ering grapes. 

The Mouse of the Faun is considered the 
chief house of the city. Here was the 
bronze statuette of the dancing faun, “the 
most celebrated small bronze of antiquity.” 
It stood on a small pedestal in the center of 
tlie water tank. Here too, were most 
splendid mosaics now in Naples. Massive 
gold bracelets and coins, and various orna- 
ments were found there. A large garden 
was at the back of the house, and when 
discovered the flower beds were traceable. 
In the front of the house were four simps, 
the gain from which helped keep up the 
establishment. 

Within a year or two a new house 1ms 
been unearthed, and it has not yet been de- 
spoiled of its marbles, so thut it is proba- 
bly the best representation of the Pom- 
peiian home. 

The work of excavation is still going on 
in some quarters of the city. 

Of other objects, 1 must mention a stone 
mill found in one of the many bakeries, it 
consists of two stones, an outer one heavy, 
circular, hollow, somewhat bell-shaped, 
two or three feet iu diameter ut the bottom. 
This was turned by two levers inserted in 
square holes cut in projections of the stone, 
about un inner stone cone, or core, made 
fast to a block. The meal fell out upon a 
table. Interesting us one feature of Pom- 
peii. Another is a Fuller’s establishment, 
in which clothes were washed by being 
trodden by men incirculur vats, as frescoes 
show. Pipes that supplied water are still 
visible. 

Still another, but to be seen iu Naples 
now, is tlie safe of a banker and usurer, in 
which was many promisory notes and bills 
of exchange with interest at 2 per cent, a 
month, and payable at tlie end of one 
month. 

Wicker baskets wore used, such as are 
used |now iu Naples. There were courts 
for tlie games of bowls, played with stone 
balls, such as I have seen used for the game 
in Naples und Genoa. 

1 will add thut the legend of the sentry 
who died at his post and furnished texts 
for modern sermons, is wholly untrue. 

The ruins impress one most when he re- 
culls the history of tlie place, repeoples it, 
reconstructs its buildings, sets iu motion 
all tlie activities of its citizens, and then re- 
calls the vivid story of tlie sudden destruc- 
tion of tlie city as given by Pliny, tlie 
younger, in a letter to Tacitus, if my 
memory serves.

The breast 
stroke, tlie side stroke, floating. diving, 
treading water, ami the like, and tunglit, 
and there is no one allowed in the tank 
without the presence of tlie teacher, to in- 
sure safety. Occasional Saturday evening 
swimming frolics are among the privileges 
of tlie pupils, und at such time it is pleasant 
to see tlie ease, confidence are grace with 
which tlie girls demonstrate their acquint- 
unce with this delightful sport, und their 
enjoyment of it. Tlie water is wanned, 
ami all necessary conveniences for dressing 
uml drying tlie liuir after a swim are pro- 
vided.

THIRTEEN HARVARD MEN ARRESTED FOR 

DlSTPMlIXO THE PI: Al E M XHA V MORN- 

IN'O-IIAIi WITNESSED "fool’s gold" 

FINED IN I'OLD P. COURT. 

A tallv-ho party numbering thirteen 
Harvard students was arrested by the 
police at 12.45 o'clock last .Sunday morning 
charged w ith disturbing tlie peace. The ; 
young men had w itnessed the performance 
of “Fool s Gold" by the Pi Eta society nt 
Newton Centre the evening before, and ! 
their announcement of this fact, while j 
paying bail commissioner Whittlesey >2<; 1 
as the first instalment of tlie costs of their 
escapade, w as the cause of a broad smile 
at police headquarters. 

After leaving Newton Centre the thir- 
teen enjoyed a dinner at the Woodland 
Park hotel, Aubiirndule, and returning to 
Cambridge through the north side villages 
made tlie night hideous for residents on 
Washington street, by the blowing of 
horns and loud calls. Two police officers 
at West Newton attempted to stop the 
party, and failing in this notified station 1 
at Newton. Sorgt. Clay gathered hi* offi- 
cers together, and formed a Gomez trocha 
at the head of Bacon street. One officer 
was placed at the Armory and hailed the 
team as it passed. This was only the 
cause of more noise, but threw the stud- 
ents quite off their guard as tlie platoon 
at Bacon street, which included Sergt. 
Clay, Officers Boswortli, Compton, El well. 
Fuller and S. Z. Burke, quite surprised 
them. The Officers had .little difficulty in 
taking the men to station 1, ami booking 
them. From thence the part/ was taken 
to police headquarters at \A est Newton, 
some in tlie patrol wagon, and others in 
tlie tally-ho. 

It is said that several were desirous of 
purchasing tlie irons with which they 
were manacled as souvenirs, while others 
were caught In the act of removing articles 
from tlie guard room at headquarter*. 

in tlie police court Monday morning the 
young men appeared before Judge Kenne- 
dy. 

Clerk Sprague read off the complaint, 
charging them with disturbing the peace 
on Sunday morning. A smile went round 
the court room as tlie names were read, for 
every one was a combination of John, 
Janies, Charles, Henry and William, and 
half tlie prisoners failed to remember the 
names as tliev were called. 

Tlie crowd in concert entered a plea of 
not guilty, and immediately pressed around 
the bar for a confidential chat with Judge 
Kennedy. The defendants attempted to 
prove that coach horns and shouting were 
a necessary adjunct to a late dinner at tlie 
Woodland Park hotel, and the quiet of 
Newton had in no way been disturbed by 
their hilarity at 1 o’clock Sunday morning. 

It was with difficulty that this torrent of 
words was checked by the court officers 
long enough for Sergt. Tom Clay to take 
the witness stand. 

He related the circumstances substantial- 
ly as given above. 

Tiie student, who was driving, and who 
gave his name as Cliarles Herbert, acted as 
spokesman, and testified that they regard- 
ed Newton as so far in tlie outskirts of 
civilization that tlie noise which they made 
was entirely in order. 

He disputed Sergt. Clay's testimony, and 
offered 1 the suggestion that the word of a 
police officer was not so good as that of “a 
gentleman and a student." 

"The officer is as much of a gentleman as 
you are,” replied his honor. 

Hastening to modify His statement, Her- 
bert suggested that tlie officer’s word 
should be balanced by the student’s. 

This proposition was disposed of by the 
remark, "There seems to be a lack of bal- 
ance in this whole crowd,” after which 
Judge Kennedy proceeded to fine the 
driver $10, and the other members of the 
party $7 each, accompanying His sentence 
with tlie suggestion that tlie party had not 
reflected great credit on the institution 
w hich they represented, and advising them 
to avoid Newton hereafter. 

As Clerk Sprague read the sentence, one 
youth, who gave his name as Harry Brown 
was heard to remark that it was a * D— d 
outrage.” 

Judge Kennedy promptly ordered him 
into tlie dock, and added $5 to his fine for 
contempt of court. 

The lines were promptly paid, and in a 
few minutes $99 w as in the hands of Citv 
Marshal Richardson. This, with $2f> in 
bail fees, represents tlie eost of the es- 
capade to tlie Harvard boys. 

One of tlie young men had not recovered 
from his Sunday morning experience, and 
was in such a condition that Judge Ken- 
nedy ordered a chair to be brought after lie 
had fallen across a table. 

After securing a number of souvenirs of 
the arrest, tlie party left West New ton in 
tlie same tally-ho in which they were 
captured Sunday morning.

In reply to n question as to how 
the figures were obtained lie stated that 
the number of patients ami weeks of at- 
tendance were secured from the hospital, 
and that they agreed substantially with the 
figures of the city almoner and agent of the 
board of health. He had found that the 
Carney hospital would receive patients for 
four dollars a week.

1239 weeks at $10.90, total $13,005.10. Board 
of health contagious cases, 316 weeks at 
$16.35, $5,166.60, and deducting for part pay 
cases, $1,837.70 left the grand total given 
above. T he net cost of the hospital for the 
year was $26,988.27. Number of weeks for 
all cases 2474, making an average cost of 
$10.90 per week on each case.

This is the 
location from which the tracks were 
ordered removed when Margin street was 
closed to permit of the prosecution of the 
grade crossing work. 

President Parker appeared for the road 
and stated that the company would be un- 
able to use the Washington street bridge 
for Its tracks before September 1st, and in 
the meantime its patrons were obliged to 
walk from Washington street to the West 
Newton station, a distance of nearly a 
quarter of a mile. This was a serious in- 
convenience to the patrons of the road, 
who were constantly asking the officials 
for better facilities. Thousands of Lower 
Fails and Natick people would be accom- 
modated by the location, which was only 
desired temporarily. 

Ex-Alderman Fred Johnson aDpeared in 
support of the petition. lie presented a 
petition from more than 150 Lower Falls 
residents, urging the granting of the loca- 
tion. lie suggested that when the city 
made a contract it should live up to it. It 
was a hardship to the company to revoke 
the franchise a year ago, and now it would 
he a simple act of justiee to grant it once 
more.

The members of the committee visited 
the Newton hospital and other hospitals, 
and found that the comparison was most 
favorable to Newton. They recommend, 
after all the facts they could gather, that 
the city pay the hospital only, the absolute 
cost of the treatment of city patients, said 
cost to be based on the estimate per week 
of the year previous. In the present in- 
stance, for 1S96, deducting from the net 
cost of the year’s work of 2474 weeks at 
$26,988.27, the 316 weeks at $5,166.60 of the 
Board of Health cases, leaves 2158 weeks 
at $21,821.67, or $10.11 per week for all 
cases outside of the contagious wards, and 
$16.35 per week for contagious cases. All 
returns from stages, cities and towns com- 
ing through the Overseers of the Poor, or 
otherwise, to be turned into the city 
treasury; monthly reports to be given by 
the hospital to the proper city officials of 
the number of weeks’ treatment, payment 
for same to he made from the appropriation 
theretor; and tliiscommittee further recom- 
mend ttiat the appropriation for the hospi- 
tal he divided between the Overseers of the 
Poor and the Board of Health. 

The statement of the Board of Health 
shows that these were treated under their 
orders, as follows: Diphtheria, 97 cases; 
scarlet fever, 15; measles, 13. 

In connection with the city solicitor, the 
committee drew up a contract covering an 
agreement as outlined above, which was 
ordered printed with the report for the 
use of members and others.

These are principally elms and maples, 
tuid occasionally horse-chestnuts, sycamore 
maples and others. Elmsgive a broad thin 
shade and allow abundant cireulution of 
air. Maples give a narrower, but very 
dense shade, which is very delightful in a 
burning July day. Too much shade is had, 
since full direct sunshine is the best germi 
eide, and light is life and darkness is death. 
But. under the artificial conditions of burn- 
ing concrete walks, hot reflections from 
stone walls ami blinding whitish streets, as 
distinguished from green fields and gul- 
dens, no shade is intolerable. It is there- 
fore highly desirable that the many street 
shade trees lost in recent years by death or 
by rearrangement of streets should he re- 
placed as nromptlyos possible, in behalf of 
beauty, ami the comfort of all who use our 

l efts. 

If neither the city, nor individual house- 
holders move promptly in this mutter, the 
local improvement societies in ail the New- 
ton villages should take it up vigorously, so 
that another whole year shall not he lost, 
especially in places now long unshaded, hut 
once beautifully and most refreshingly 
shaded.

POLICE RECOVER £.'1500 WORTH OF STOLEN

The bill to take care of the interest and 
sinking fund requirements of the metro- 
politan park loans, and the expenses of the 
metropolitan park commission has been 
ordered to a third reading in the Senate, 
and seems to be arousing no opposition 
whatever.

The bill to authorize a state appropria- 
tion for the public schools comes up for 
discussion in the house again today. There 
are a number of perfecting amendments 
pending, one of which is by Mr. Dubuque 
of Fall Hiver, who asks that the bill be 
changed so as to provide that no money 
from the tax shall be paid to the treasurer 
of a city or town unless such city or town 
has previously appropriated and actually 
used for the maintenance of its public 
schools a sum not less than the average 
amount per child of school age, raised Wi- 
the purpose within the previous five years. 
This is to meet the objection that small 
towns will mend highways and do all sorts 
of things with the money which comes 
from the fund if it is raised. 1 am rather 
of the opinion that the amendment would 
mean that the small towns the bill is osten- 
sibly designed to help would be cut off if it 
were added, but perhaps the debate jvill 
show that. Whatever happens to the bill 
in the house, there will be a battle royal 
before it is enacted in the senate. Hie 
schoolmasters are divided in a new way on 
this. Senator Flint favors it, though it 
bits Milton, a portion of his district, pretty 
hard. But there is no reason to expect 
that Senator Harwood will favor it. and 
Senator Roe is unalterably opposed to it. 
Senator Hayes, representing Boston, would 
not be likely to get very enthusiastic over 
it. However, the bill will come much 
nearer success this year than ever before, 
and if cities and towns like Newton and 
Brookline do not want to see it eventually 
succeed, they must do a great deal of mis- 
sionary work in the direction of enlighten- 
ing the public mind upon it. Senator Roe 
says that the claim that New York raises 
money for the schools by this system is 
true, ‘but the sum secured is very little, 
and In the days when lie kept scliool in 
the state, the money lie secured from the 
state treasury was hardly worth speaking 
of. In private conversation Senator Har- 
wood makes no secret of his opposition, 
and doubtless he will put a few holes 
through the bill if he gets a chance at it on 
the floor. 

Some of the foolisli boys in the lower 
branch are attempting to toy with Senator 
Harwood’s adverse report on a proposed 
constitutional amendment to prevent sec- 
tarian legislation. The senator smiles at 
their attempt, and says he is not afraid of 
them a little bit. There is no danger of 
sectarian legislation in Massachusetts, with 
or without a constitutional amendment. 
There were days when any good denomi- 
national institution, Protestant or Catholic, 
could have got through legislation, but 
those days are past. The public and the 
legislators reaPze that there is a wrong 
principle in such legislation, and it is re- 
fused. 

Mr. Coolidge’s Massachusetts Benefit 
Commission is very much jm top, after all 
the attempts at legislation of the year. 
Yesterday the house finally and forever re- 
fused to admit any more bills in relation to 
the matter, and the commission can now 
carry out its plans of reform without dan- 
ger of further interference. So it appears 
that it pays to keep one’s mouth shut and 
saw wood, for it is a matter of history that 


the robberies. 

The goods were discovered in an unoc- 
cupied house on Winchester road, off East- 
sido parkway, Newtonvllle, and the own- 
ers, who have long since despaired of re- 
covering the missing articles, have been 
visiting police headquarters this week and 
identifying their valuables. The seizure is 
one of the largest which 1ms been made by 
the police, and the attending circumstances 
are quite remarkable. Not the slightest 
clue, however, has been found that will 
lead to the capture of the thief. 

Monday afternoon of last week Mr. John 
Potter of West Newton, u real estate deal- 
er, while visiting a number of houses in 
his charge, found the attic door in one of 
the houses looked. He thought this fact 
rather suspicious and consulted Marshal 
Richardson. Together they visited the 
premises the following day and the lock on 
the door was forced. In the room was 
heaped high quantities of stolen property, 
for which the police have been hunting for 
the last year. 

Another large room was piled high with 
bicycles, silverware, umbrellas and cloth- 
ing, while an adjoining closet was filled to 
the top with women’s clothing 
The chief at once detailed Inspector 
Fletcher and Officer B. F. Burke to watch 
the place. After dark they quietly slipped 
into the house and secreted themselves 
among the piles of goods. They came pre- 
pared for a long stay. 

For four days they remained in hiding, 
carefully concealing all traces of their 
presence, in the hope that the thieves 
would visit their hoard. Every morning at 
2 o’clock, Sergt. Tom Clay stealthily visit- 
ed them in their retreat, and brought them 
enough food to last until bis next visit. 
Saturday Chief Richardson decided that it 
was useless to expect a visit from the thief, 
especially in view of the fact that the 
property had evidently not been disturbed 
for months. 

Accordingly he took two wagons and a 
force of officers Saturday afternoon, and 
carried away the property. The work of 
removing the stuff occupied two hours, and 
the two wagons were heavily loaded. The 
booty was taken to police headquarters, 
where it completely filled the large office. 

The list includes the following: Twelve 
bicycles, :«> white shirts, 10 pairs lace cur- 
tains, sealskin cape. 20 spring and winter 
overcoats, many of them valuable, 20 
suits of men’s clothes, a holies silk outside 
wrap, 12 tea gowns and wrappers, a guitar, 
fur overcoat, 10 women’s night dresses, two 
chinchilla reefers, 10 men’s full dress 
shirts, driving gloves, a woman’s gray suit 
trimmed with ustrachan, silk quilted suck 
fur trimmed, 10 mackintoshes Blue and 
gray, 18 silk umbrellas, silver card ease, 
silver spoon holder, silver milk pitcher, 
silver and cut glass cake basket, silver 
spoons marked G. Besides these there 
were scores of other articles of clothing, 
gloves and bric-a-brac too numerous to 
mention. . 

The bicycles were stolen from \Y. E. 
Eumes, Kirk \V. Holmrt, Henry L. Whit- 
tlesey, A. G. Sherman, F. E. Underwood. 
J. W. Keefe, Bert Hobart, Dr. George II. 
Talbot and Rev. G. M. Adams. 

Other breaks accounted for were those 
at \V. 11. Gould’s, Nov. 2i»; Herbert Wild- 
er, Feb. 8; Edward Sami’s, Feb. 8, and 
Caleb Spencer’s, Bee. 10. 

It is noticeable that most of the property 
recovered was stolen several months ago, 
and represents the booty secured in a series 
of small breaks, which caused consterna- 
tion in Newtonville and adjoining sections 
of Newton last fall. Chief Richardson and 
his officers are all at sea so far as connect- 
ing their find with any particular culprit is 
concerned. This accounts for the poor

With "Dike" Clark, end rush and sprint- 
er; Taylor, a Tech half-back; Reggie 
Brown, a Harvard full-back ; Ralph Sears, 
a reliable ground gainer for three past sea- 
sons; Gallagher, a good end rush from the 
Harvard medics; "Baby’’ Hughes, tlie 275- 
pound center rush, and others for a nucleus, 
together with the advantages of tlie finest 
gridiron in New England, the A. A. N. C. 
will put a superior eleven on the Held to 
meet the strongest in the country.

THE HOSPITAL CONTRACT. 


The special committee on the contract 
with the Hospital for the care of city pa- 
tients appear to have gone about their 
work in a business-like manner, and their 
recommendations seem perfectly fair to all 
parties. They have looked at it, evidently, 
as a simple matter of busiuess between the 
city and the Hospital, to be settled on a 
business basis, without favor to any party, 
and their report will be heartily endorsed 
by the people of Newton. 

The first thing they investigated was the 
average cost ot caring for the patients at 
the Hospital, and this was easy enough to

The solution must he satisfactory to all 
put ties, as the Overseers of the Poor huve 
all ulong insisted that all they desired w’us 
to huve things done in a business-like man- 
ner, and they be required to pay only the 
cost of patients going to the Hospital 
through them. This is what the agree- 
ment proposes. The Hospital authorities 
also must be satisfied, as all they asked 
was to be paid the cost of caring for ■ 
patients sent by the city, and they will re- 
ceive both the cost of cases coming from 
the Poor department and those coming : 
from the Board of Health, which will be a i 
good deal more than was received last year. 1 

The amount received from cases outside 
the city averages about $3,ooo a yeur, which 
with the $10,000 voted by the city, would 
amount to about the .same that the patients 
coining through the Overseers of the Poor 
cost the Hospital, and the Board of Health 
cases were cared for free, or in considera- 
tion lor the eity’s expense in building the 
contagious ward. But the Hospitul has, 
since the Hospitul was built, cared for 
enough city patients to more than pay for 
the ward, so that it is only just that the 
Hospital should hereafter receive pay for 
stub cases. The report and contract will 
make a very happy and satisfactory end to 
the controversy and all will hope to see it 
go through the city council without opposi- 
tion.

Mr. Lovett, by painstaking Industry 
and. conscientious work, soon obtained tin 1 
confidence of his employers, and was rap- 
idly promoted, until, in 1871, lie became a 
member of the linn. At the time of li is 
death he hud charge of tlie financial opera- 
tions and affairs or the extensive business. 
His record of 48 years continuous connec- 
tion w itli one linn bus been equaled by 
but few Boston business men.

“An illiter- 
ate man who comes here ready to do manu- 
al labor,” said he, "is more desirable than 
a slightly educated man who comes foit 
the purpose of clerking. His argument 
was based principally on free trade lines, 
and showed that its maker was a first class 
reasoner. 

Mr. Arthur F. Ball came next for tho 
affirmative, and dealt chiefly with the eco- 
nomic side of the question. He pointed ont 
that according to statistics the number of 
skilled workmen lmd fallen off and that 
the totally unskilled had risen in our re- 
cent immigration, to enormous proportions. 
He argued that the low unskilled laborer is 
the most deadly enemy of the American 
workman, while the skilled workman is

Mr. S. P. Thrasher then closed for the 
affirmative, und after scoring in a most 
brotherly loving way the gentleman who 
opened for the negative, dealt ohielly with 
the race question. He showed that the 
bill would restrict those races with whom 
we could not mingle, and eulogized the 
Anglo Saxons at the expense of the Latins. 
He stated that what was most dangerous, 
was that these foreigners would lower our 
stundard of citizenship, which lie said was 
more important than all other reasons com- 
bined. He closed his debute w ith a short 
and very pertinent poem which he delivered 
forcibly. 

Mr. E. L. Douglas followed on the nega- 
tive, closing the debate. Heargued that an 
illiterate person was not necessarily an 
ignorant one, aud went on to say that the 
professional agitator was allowed in by 
this bill, while the poor, unoffending labor- 
er was shut out. He said that if our ini- 
111 ignition laws are defective what we want 
are laws covering special cases, and mot 
such unjust laws as this. 

Mr. Douglas’ presence was the best 
shown during the evening, and his speech 
was delivered very calmly and effectively. 

A vote was then taken on the hill which 
was passed by a vote of eight to three. A 
majority of the judges was of the opinion 
ttiat the negative side had the best of the 
debate. Mr. Gilman thought differently. 
During the evening two very artistic piano 
solos were rendered by Miss .lessie Hall. 

In closing his announcement of the 
judges’ decision, Mr. Gilman gave some 
good advice to the young debaters.

From Genoa to Nice the distance is 11(5 
miles hy rail. Under favorable conditions 
that distance can be covered by an Italian 
and French express train in (1 1-4 hours. 
Under ordinary conditions, add an hour 
and a half to that. Everything is stopped 
at Vlnti-Mllle for a perfunetary examina- 
tion of baggage. Every hit of luggage is 
carried into tiie custom house through a 
straight gate and long passage to a long 
counter, ami is deposited there. There it 
remains t ill chalked. I must say here, that 
in no plaee in Italy have the customs 
officers been otherwise than courteous. 
Generally they have not taken offered keys, 
but on our assurance that we carry neither 
spirits nor tobacco, they have marked tiie 
pieces and sent us away with them. Few 
words and tiie offer of keys have been of 
service. 

Having passed such examination, one is 
obliged to wait, grip in hand, till the engine 
recovers strength to go ahead, or for a new 
train to be made up. Aside from con- 
sideration of time consumed on the way, 
the road is a hard one to ride on, or the 
cars are hard to ride in, even tiie socalled 
“First Class,” and they are not fitted up 
w ith modern conveniences. 1 have never 
been worse shaken up on a “freight” in 
America than on this road around the Gulf 
of Genoa in a “first class car.” 

Then the tunnels, only 70 between Genoa 
and Nice. Provoking tilings! Lucid inter- 
vals. when tiie sun with glow duplicated 
by the Mediterranean at our side. Hashed 
into our carriage, gave hope of beautiful 
outlook upon tiie blue sea and ot the curv- 
ing shores studded with towns larger and 
smaller, all slowly receding; but that hope 
was at once blasted by another dragon's 
den. Under such circumstances, conversa- 
tion Hags and dies, for w’ho can talk in tiie 
dark, aiid in the awful roar of the train be- 
tween echoing walls? You begin a sen- 
tence in the daylight and instantly your 
voice is hushed. You emerge into day- 
light and begin, “as I was saying,” when 
speech is again cut off. When you have 
made such fertile beginnings half a dozen 
times, you forget what you were about to 
| say, and ears that have been expectant 
cease to be curious. Who can tell what the 
tunnels would have to answer for, if they 
should be called to judgment? 

The compartments of tiie train are light- 
ed from overhead just enough “to make 
darkness visible,” and to disconcert now 
and then a loving pair. 

The tunnels alt passed, at a late hour we 
arrive at Nice. It is carnival w’eek, and 
Nice is full, 50,000 strangers in a city of 
100,000. We must hunt for lodging. We 
drivejto the Pension Anglaise, a Marine 
Villa, and find every room occupied. The 
kind landlady promised a dinner, late as it 
was, and sent her daughter out with tiie 
younger members of our party to help find 
us places for tiie night. Fortune favored 
us, but divided our little family. A good 
dinner made us forget our worries, and the 
next day saw us comfortably provided for 
in pleasant locations, not far apart on the 
same street. 

Of all the pleasant places which I have 
seen nestled among the foot Hills of the 
Maritime Alps, and on the shores of the 
Mediterranean, there is nolle of fairer face 
than Nice It is its face especially, as 
seen from the sea, or from tiie heights of 
the extremities of its wide-spread arms, 
that is exceeding fair. See it under a clear 
Italian sky, at midday and at the close of 
a dying day, and watch the tides of life that 
stream to and fro along tiie broad prome- 
nades on the long quay, and you must be 
charmed. It is this sea front that is most 
beautiful. It is the new’ part of the city. 
Aside from this boulevard front, lined 
with beautiful hotels and villas, there are 
few’ streets of much interest. In the sub- 
urbs are many elegant villas, gardens and 
parks. The older part of Nice is dirty and 
dismal. Winter sends in throngs of invalids 
from everywhere; carnival week brings 
other throngs. Summer drives out strang- 
ers, and Nice is deserted. “Hay is made 
there when tiie winter sun prevails, and is 
consumed during the heated term.” 

Various delightful excursion tours are 
made from Nice, of 40 to 50 miles each. 
We made but one of tiie possible excur- 
sions, that to Mentone and return, a drive 
of 40 miles. We started from Cook’s office 
at 9 a. m., fourteen in our wagon, draw n 
by four horses, and in company of other 
ivugoii loads, and a mail coaoli, took tiie 
upper route to Mentone. This road, said 
to have been made by Napoleon in istxi, is 
called tiie “Corniclie [English Cornice] 
Route.” It leads over high hills, or around 
along the brows, and along shelves on the 
precipitious sides of mountains und 
readies a height of 17(H) feet above tiie sea 
before it descends and winds down into 
Mentone. On tiie high land is a village, 
La Turbie, where wo stopped awhile to go 
to a point from whieli one lias in sight an 
extensive panorama, in which tiie lovely 
and tiie wild are mingled on this alpine 
shore, and in which tiie broad blue sea has 
its part. Monte Carlo and Monaco are be- 
low, oonnecte I with tiie Turbie by a funi- 
cular road. 

We arrived in Mentone about 12.30, and 
hud lunch and rest. Mentone is not very 
beautiful, it being for the most part a con- 
glomeration, or conglutination of buildings 
fustcucd to a hillside and seeming old and 
past their prime. Tiie Hotel dos Anglais 
and tiie Hotel Windsor Palace, front agree- 
ably upon tiie sea, which while we wore 
, there, was tumbling upon tiie beach in 
heavy surf. 

. We left at 3 p. in. and took tiie lower road 
near tiie sea. We stopped at Monte Carlo 
long enough to see the lovely gardens about 
the Hell called tiie “Casino,” and to note 
tiie beauty of the site of the city, and to 
look up to the castle of tiie Prince of Mona- 
co which is on a high bit of land jutting 
into the sea. The Prince is sole proprietor 
of Monaco and Monte Carlo, and rules, a 
monarch. From a company renting tiie 
privilege of tiie gambling establishment, lie 
receives an immense revenue. 

Going on our wav we passed Ezerund, 
and Beaulieu, and Ville Franche, and ar- 
rived at our lodgings ut 7 (). in., refreshed 
rather than fatigued by tiie trip, so great 
was tiie pleasure it gave us.

I saw both. The processions were long. 
In the flower contest there was much to 
interest. Some of the ornamentations were 
very elaborate nnd artistic in design. 
Baskets and boxes full of bouquets carried 
in the vehicles were emptied and re-lilled 
to lie emptied again. The prizes were 
Justly awarded, and the successful contest- | 
ants made the grand round once more, to i 
show their beautiful banners of silk. 

I saw in full and felt in pari the Battle 
of the “Confetti.” I left spotted from the 
irown of my hut downward by the little 
sart h pellets which leave little dust spots. 

I wore no mask, hut was not hurt by the 
few shot that reached my face. Of course, 
it Is not prudent for one unmasked to 
stand near tin* procession. I therefore 
stood a little aside, enough to avoid the ap- 
pearance of courting a pelting. This 
parade and its attendant peltings, fur- 
nished not less amusement than excitement, 
and oooaslonall} the oonteet was hoi be- 
tween bystanders who wore masks and 
carried bags of ammunition and those rid- 
ing some of the huge fantastic turnouts, 
and the pellets flow like like a hail storm, 
and the ground was covered with them. 

Formerly there was wild license In these 
shows and rotten eggs and dead cats were 
used. But tiie city regulations now pro- 
hibit everything injurious and offensive. 

Details are as undesirable as impossible. 
The carnival ended with fire works and 
the burning of the carvival king, a huge 
man figure on a monstrous turkey.

Another fruitful 
cause of failure is the inability of can 
didates to reproduce the memory muj 
which usually forms the most important 
part of on examination in gcogrnpliy. 
Several instances have been discovered 
of candidates copying from miuintim 
maps scratched on coins and other small 
articles. Another dodge is us follows 
Upon a small piece of wood is traced 
the outline of a map, nnd then at short 
intervals in the outline sharpened piecei 
of fine wire are placed (the fiuo ends ol 
needles ure usually used). When this it 
pressed niton paper, the points, of course, 
make an impression, and when these art 
joined a very fair representation of t 
map is produced. Thus, having a copy 
in miniature, the drawing of an excel 
lent map is a very eusy matter. — Cas 
sell’s Journal. 


Itoiimn Food. * 

Among the Romans tho adultcratioi 
of food was unknown. They were noteo 
for the purity of all staple articles oi 
nutrition. In this particular they were 
far in advance of ns, with whom tht 
adulteration of food is the rnle ratbei 
than the exception. With us flour, 
chalk and plaster of paris are mixed, 
with broad, alum and sulphite of cop 
per; vinegar, with mineral acids; pickles, 
with copper; tea, with Prussian blue 
uiul peppers and spices and many othei 
articles with all sorts of ingredients. Ii 
the Romans had tho advantage over us 
in this particular, we excel them in tht 
variety of our ulimcnts und in modes oi 
preparation. Of the few things they 
possessed in common with us asparagus 
wus one. With them, however, the 
stalks were much larger, three or foui 
not infrequently weighing a pound. It 
was eaten, as with us, with a white 
euuce. Preparations of pork were simi- 
lar. Indeed it is from the Romans that 
wo derive a knowledge of how to make 
brawn, sausages and blood puddings. 
Tho two last were invented in tho reigL 
of Tiberius. The puddings were made 
of pig’s blood interspersed with cubes 
of fat, precisely us they are prepared 
today. Dormice were *jsc considered o 
great delicacy by the Romans. They 
were specially fattened mid were used 
us a basis for soup and in the form oi , 
sausage and brawn. — Exchange. 


A Hint to Tennyson. 

Dean Farrar gives some interesting 
reminiscences of Tennyson in Tlie 
Temple Magazine. This is how he 
suggested “St. Telemnehus” to the 
poet: “Lord Tennyson, one day when 1 
wus walking with him, asked mo tc 
suggest to him tlie subject of a poem. 1 
suggested the story of St. Telemachm 
leaping down into tkeuniphithcuter aud 
by his self devoted martyrdom putting 
an end forever to the hideous butcheriefc I 
of the gladiatorial games — a scene ; 
which I have since described in my 
‘Gathering Clouds. ’ To my surprise, he 
hud never heard the story' and wut 
much struck with it. He asked me tc 
send him, when I returned, ull the au- 
thorities on the subject. That was easily 
done, for it rests on the single authority 
of the Greek ecclesiastical historian 
Tbeodoret. I sent him the passage in 
the original Greek, und he clothed it in 
the luuguificcnt poem.”

This passage way fell 
into "inuocuous desuetude," uml has been 
filled with brick and mortar, but no ono 
lias had the temerity to attempt to “re- 
store" the feet which Da Vinci painted. 
Injured as the painting has been, however, 
bv time as well as by the monks, specked 
and spotted in a hundred places, enough 
remains of every figui'e to more than simp- 
ly interest the beholder. One still sees In 
the attitudes and gestures of the disciples 
their various motions of surprise, wonder, 
anguish, protest, threat, and incredulity. 

I do not see how one can attentively study 
that painting, marred though it he, and go 
away and make a mock of it. If the face 
of Jesus alone wore all that remained, that 
lace so beautiful, so sad, so divine, would 
be enough to immortalize the painter. 
Copies have been made on the adjacent 
wall by inferior artists; but having been 
made long ago, they help interpret the 
original. Painters today have easels there, 
and are engaged in making copies of the 
whole scene, or of the head of Jesus only. 
Some have achieved marked success. Their 
works are for sale. Copy! copy! sons of 
genius! Time will work further ruin on 
the pictured wall, but lqt no hand however 
gifted, attempt u "restoration!” 

When 1 stand before or upon the Cathe- 
dral, and when I recall it in thought, 1 am 
bewildered by this w’onder of the world, 
by the infinitude of its details wrouflrt, 
into an organic whole. 1 look and wonder. 

Is It a work of enchantment? Or did 
Nature in her subterranean laboratories, 
where she fashions crystalline wonders, in 
some moment of creative inspiration, shape 
this crystal miracle and thrust it into upper 
air, with its forest of crystals all bristling 
atop? . . 

Come how it may have come, it is here 
in Milan. The city is proud of it. and 
counts it a holy thing; but walk around it 
and see how she defiles the sacred pre- 
cincts. 

The cathedral, founded . r >ll years ago and 
mostly built before 1500, made haste slowly 
after ilmt, until Napoleon in tsuo ordered 
its completion ; it is now making rapid pro- 
gress toward completion. It is in form a 
hat in cross. Its greatest length is 4K0 feet 
and its breadth ft50 feet. There are live on- 
t ranee doors, two each side of the main 
door. These open into live naves separated 
from .me another by four rows of massive 
pillars, (all of marble, as is all the building). 
The height of the central nave is 104 feet: 
to the vault of the cupola Is 224 feet; to the 
top of the exterior statue of the "Blessed 
Lady," to whom all is consecrated, is 355 
feet. As to the number of statues that 
decorate the exterior and the interior of 
the cathedral, I can believe almost any- 
thing. Three thousand is the lowest esti- 
mate I have seen. Probably tliere are 
more. They stand on the point of every 
pinnacle, and nestle In its sides, and the 
pinnacles are everywhere along the lines of 
the several roofs, wherever else the ingenu- 
ity of man can place one, big or little. On 
the walls outside, the statues are chucked 
into pilasters and window casings. Inside 
they stand around the walls above and be- 
low, and 00 cling in full figure, or basso- 
relievos to the inside of the cupola Oh 
ves! three thousand easily enough! One 
guide book, printed in "Italianated Eng- 
lish,” says "the pyramid on which the Holy 
Lady stands Is elevated ubove lftii lessor 
ones, each adorned with 20 statues." 
many there? 

It is estimated that up to the present 
the expenditure upon the cuthcdrnl has 
been ftftO millions of francs. 

1 am sorry to be nimble to give you a 
better account of this justly celebrated 
cathedral. 

To get a panoramic view of the olty I 
went up as far as stairs would allow me to 
go toward the "gilt-copper statue of the 
Blessed Lady.” 1 got what 1 went for a 
view of the city and its environs. The 
city, rod all over, with its tiled roofs, 
spreads out wide from this center and as 
flat as a pancake. Immense plains lay out- 
side, girdled by snow-capped mountains, 
the Alps on one side, the Appenuinej on uu- 

I have one item to add, which T ought, 
perhaps, to have placed earlier. When we 
first entered the cathedral, we wore drawn 
forward toward the high altar by the sound 
of vocal music borne among the numerous 
lofty columns and upward to the "fretted 
vault." Nearing, wo found it was but the 
voice of a single man who was preaching 
to a multitude. We were arrested there, 
and gazed and listened with delight, bound 
as by a spell. The utterance of tin* speak - 
er, always animated, was often Impassioned, 
in tone and gesture, as when, with clasped, 
uplifted hands, und upturned face, lie ad- 
dressed a fervent petition to Mary, the 
Blessed Mother, and then with outspread 
arms appealed to his hearers. 1 could 
understand but little of all he said, but 1 
thought 1 could interpret his action, of 
which every motion was grace, as of ills 
speech every sylluble was music. Too soon 
lie elided Mid left the pulpit ; hut 1 see and 
hear him yet. 

1 have used the phrase "fretted vault,’ 
but 1 learn that what seems exquisite sculp- 
tured work so fur overhead, is really sur- 
prising chiaroscuro painting. 

The city of Como is un hour’s ride by 
(Italian) rail from Milan. it is a city of 
20.000 inhabitants, lovely in Its setting. with 
a background of lofty hills, and with one 
extremity of Lake Como in front. Volta 
and Fllu) the V ounaer, were born there. 
The li<%«, known to Virgil us Lm-us Larins. 
(Georgiesii 100), is ubout 00 miles in length 
and 0 in breath, where widest. The main 
body, ubout IK miles from its northern ex- 
tremity, bifurcates, being divided by u low 
promontory bucked by a ridge of mountains 
thousands of leet in height. The western 
limb, reiiiurkubly like u leg bent ut the 
knee us if taking a long stride, (look on 
your map,) ends at Como. The other leg 
shorter— Its foothuving several connections

I Suppose, for illustration, you are a prom- 
ising Boston young man on a modest salary 
—you fall in love, got married and look 
about for a home, in the suburbs of the 
city one of the fine old estates, brought 
near to the business centre and made valu- 
able by a new line of electrics, is being cut 
up. Upon a hack street, suited to your 
means, which has been carefully surveyed 
and laid out, you find a modest, inex- 
pensive pioneer house already built. The 
old family aroma, the manorial air, sun- 
shine ami shade, ami the courtesy of the 
real estate agent made you swell with 
gratitude that your lines have fallen in 
such pleasant places, and you und your 
wife settle down to grow up with the coun- 
try and share with your labor in the bene- 
fits of advancing civilization. Dresently 
the olty accepts and, out of the taxes of the 
people, macadamizes the dirt street, and, 
great is the day, concretes the sidewalks, 
and land in that vicinity, instead of live 
cents a foot is held at ten. After a time 
the water pipes are laid in the street at the 
public expense, and ym rejoice greatly in 
the luxury of city water. Land that was 
worth ten cents a foot is now worth 
twelve. Cesspools are outgrown, the sewer 
comes past the house, the people pay the 
bill, ana the cost of this improvement, like 
those gone before, is found to be absorbed 
by the land as appears clearly in its higher 
price. Meantime other people have built 
other houses nearby at private expense, to 
be sure, instead of public, and yet by some 
magic their value also seems to have gone 
largely into the land which now is 20, 25 
and 50 cts. per foot, and singularly enough 
amounts roughly speaking, to just about 
the average cost of the improvements pub- 
lic and private. 

You have been modestly prosperous, but 
have been attached to your first home for 
which you have been able to meet an 
annual rent, increased in proportion to the 
advance in the value of the land. A small 
family is growing up around you— you are 
happy, uml you say to your wife, "who 
would have thought in these few years we 
would have seen such changes from coun- 
try to city ! were we not fortunate to locate 
here and have the enjoyment of all these 
things?” Your wife may suggest, not all, 
our landlord, hasn't he too had his share? 
Haven't you paid regularly every month 
the market value of your share in all this 
free enjoyment? Yes. Has the landlord 
paid for his share? ? ? 

But now we are only in Hie middle of our 
story. The new church has gone up, its 
cost reflected in the value of the land. The 
school house udds to It. The beautiful 
police station and engine house add just so 
much to the value of the* land. New libra- 
ries and hospitals are reileoted *n its value, 
and you say, "here are the public savings— 
taxes- -and private savings invested here 
upon the ground, and here in the ground is 
their image and rellection upon which we 
are paying ground rent. Are we not pay- 
ing interest on our own savings? Are we 
not paying a heavy tax on our own bene- 
factions? 

Then it happens that*pm city govern- 
ment is reformed upon Utopian lines. 
Abuses and exactions are done away with, 
monopolistic charges are reduced, great 
public works give employment to all idle 
labor. Who gets all the benefits of these 
changes? The people? Yes, by paving 
for them. For nothing, the owner of the 
land. 

Suppose Boston next municipalizes its 
monopolies, runs its own street railways 
with Jet., 2ct., or let fares, runs its own 
gas plant with gas ut 50 ct. per thousand 
and electric Unlit to correspond. Who 
would reap the benefit to the last farthing? 
The people? No. The landlord? Yes, 
and unearned. 

Suppose public munificence to liuve 
reached its limit and private beneficence, 
comes forward ami says. tlfet»eople have 
sowed for themselves and the landlord lias 
reaped the benefits, now let us do some- 
thing that shall be really and purely for the 
benefit of the common people themselves, 
and so large fortunes are united and dedi- 
cated to pure philanthropy. Through this

NEWTON CENTRE GETS IT. 

A dispatch from Washington, yesterday 
morning, announces that the post office de- 
partment has decided to select Newton 
Centre as the central station for the free 
delivery service for Newton, owing to “the 
great interest” taken in the matter by 
Senator Lodge and Congressman Spragne. 

The announcement really took away the 
breath of people on the main line of popu- 
lation of the city, and the first question 
asked when they recovered was why the 
department and Senator Lodge and Con- 
gressman Sprague did not select Oak Hill, 
as that would not have been much more re- 
mote from all the business interests of the 
city, or much more difficult of access. 

The report does really seem about as in- 
credible as if the department should decide 
to have the main Boston post office in 
Brookline. One dispatch goes on to say 
that it Is the traditional rule to select the 
geographical centre of a city for the central 
office, and "it happeus in this instance that 
the geographical centre is the centre of 
population also.” Well, well, how little 
people at Washington do know, to be sure! 
Both assertions are at least two miles from 
the truth, and evidently all the department 
knew about the matter was that the place 
was called Newton Centre, and therefore 
thought it must be the centre of everything. 

Of course no one will believe but thut 
the decision was a mere matter of politics, 
brought about because several prominent 
Republicans of national reputation happen 
to live in Newton Centre, and the place 
adjoins Brookline, the home of Congress- 
man Sprague, and so this remarkable de- 
cision was brought about. 

The department, of course, did not know 
that the place was off the the main line of 
the railroad, which will cause more or less 
delay in the mails; that it is difficult of ac- 
cess to at 'east five-sixths of the population 
of Newton, and thut it is about as remote 
from the business section of the city as 
any place that could have been chosen. 

Newton Centre prides itself on being one 
of the richest wards of the city, but its 
churches last year gave a little over $000 to 
the Newton Hospital, while three of the 
six churches in Newton gave over $4,000, 
and people cite this as an instance of how 
little interest the people of Newton Centre 
have in auything outside of that village. 

At the present time a large number of its 
residents get their mail at the Newton 
postoflice, as thut being on the main line of 
the railroad, the mail service is less de- 
layed, and they also take the cars at the 
Newton station. 

The selection of Newtonville would have 
been a more reasonable one, us the centre 
of population and the geographical centre 
come within the lines of thut ward. 

Congressman Sprague will have a ruther 
difficult task to explain this selection, 
w hich will be an inconvenience to at least 
lour fifths of the voters of the city, who 
would have to take the best part o a day if 
they wished to visit the central offiee, and 
in fact the report of such a selection is so 
incredible that most people refuse to be- 
lieve it, and think it must be u practical 
joke. 

Senator lloAit is a firm believer in giv- 
ing the wool-grow ers all the prot* ction 
they want, and says that of course the 
manufacturers must liuve a corresponding 
amount of protection. IIedoes not believe 
that the high tariff will make people pay 
high prices for clothing, as there will he so 
much competition tiiut prices will be kept 
down, so that people wi)] get their doth, 
lug us cheap as they would without a duty. 
Of course, he says he sees the danger that 
“the domestic product may be so simulat- 
ed that the market will be glutted" uud 
men who are led into the industry “will 
lose their investments,” but nevertheless 
lie believes in the high duties. Evidently 
Senator Hoar is not in the wool business, 
uud so he cun look on tiie developments 
philosophically. 

It is curious w hat one can prove with 
figures, ami how they will lend themselves 
to any scheme or prejudice a man may 
take up. A corporation will make full re- 
turns of its business as required by luw, 
and according to the figures, the concern is 
on the top wave of prosperity, but ull the 
same it may be totally buukrupt. 'The 
figures are ull right, but when u man sets 
out to prove uu)thiiig with figures they 
play terrible tricks, and instead of the old 
faying thut figure* can't lie, there is a new 
rendering of the proverb, to the effect that 
nothing will lie like figures. 

Com miss ion r:it Mkuiuli/h criticism of 
the assessment insurance orders lias 
aroused a good deal of feeling in Newton, 
where such orders huve many branches, 
with ull sorts of vuriulions in amounts of 
assessments. if the commissioner had 
known as much u few years ago as lie 
thinks he knows now, the orders would 


not have gained such a foothold In the 
state. The majority still cling to the as- 
sessment orders, however, as the assess- 
ments do not j et begin to equal those of 
the old line companies. 

A Newton gentleman who was In Wash- 
ington recently called at the postoffice de- 
partment with a congressional friend, to 
ask about the location of the central office 
for Newton. lie was very courteously re- 
ceived but was told that the matter was 
entirely in the hands of Congressman 
Sprague. There is a rumor that the matter 
was decided oarly in the last Congressional 
campaign, w hen the south side political 
leaders came out for Mr. Sprague, and the 
selection seems so unaccountable on any 
other theory, that a good many are inclined 
to believe that there was something in the 
rumor. There is certainly going to be a 
storm of protest front about nine-tenths of 
the voters of the city. 




A pho.!kct is on foot to call an indigna- 
tion meeting over the location of the post- 
office at Newton Centre. Several promi- 
nent citizens are advocating such a measure 
and it would l»o heartily approved by all 
the people on the north side of the city, 
and an early date should be set for it. Per- 
haps a strong protest might have some ef- 
fect with Congressman Sprague, and cause 
such a ridiculous decision of the matter to 
be reconsid ered. 

Postm ASTKii Ellis of Newton Centro is 
said to be the happiest man in the city 
over the post office decision, with only one 
thing to trouble him, and that is whether 
some original McKinley man will not 
come forward to claim the inportant posi- 
tion of postmaster of Newton. There are 
several such in the city and the salary will 
be tempting and workers must be reward- 
ed. 

Tiie Waltham people are rather stirred 
up because the Waltham Gas company 
cinitns that because of its losing contract 
with the Newton Street Railway company, 
it can not afford to reduce the price of gas 
to Waltham citizens. We notice that the 
Waltham Free Press actually believes that 
this excuse is a truthful representation of 
the case, but there are many doubters. 

Ex-Cong kkssm an Moses T. Stevens 
lias been in Washington to protest 
against the excessive wool duties. lie 
thinks the tariff bill can not be passed 
much before August, and Mr. Dingley now 
says that the return of prosperity can not 
be expected before a year after the tariff 
bill becomes a law’, and possibly there may 
be a still further postponement, 


The state board of trade finds that the 
proposed railroad consolidation bill would 
permit of the addition of over $1,000,000 
to the stock now outstanding uguinst the 
properties composing the Boston and 
Maine, Fitchburg and New Haven sys- 
tems, and of course the patrons of those 
roads would have to pay the dividends on 
the extra stock. 


The postofflee agitation has now set- 
tled down to a pulling contest and the 
side which can pull the hardest will win. 
But it hardly seems possible that the post- 
al authorities will be so foolish as to upset 
the postal service of the city by changing 
the names of the postoffices. 

April has outdone itself in the variety 
of weather it has furnished this week. 
One day HO degrees in the shade, and the 
next a sharp frost, followed by cold winds, 
hail storms and rain. But no one minds 
such variations in April.

Thcn> arc many liamlrts in Now 
Hampshire live, ton miles or ovou more 
from tho railroad stntio,f .To tho chance 
enmmor visitor the seclusion and tho 
rest seem entrancing. Tito glamour of 
mountain scenery and trout effectually 
obliterates tho brave signs of poverty 
and struggle from before tho irrespou- 
sivo eyes of tho man of eit£* leisure. Ho 
carelessly gives the urchin mutely 
pleading in front of the unpainted farm- 
house a few cents for his corrugated 
cake of maple sugar and asks the name 
of a distant ]>eak. If ho should notice, 
how would he know the meaning of the 
sennt crops of hay and potatoes, or of 
the empty stall? Sealed to him is the 
pathos in the history of the owners of 
the stone farm. His thoughts scarcely , 
glance at the piteous wife plaiting straw 
hats, the only son, whose rnre happiness 
consists in a barn dance in the village 
three miles below, nud whose largo eyes 
contract with increasing age and lose 
all expression except that of anxiety. 

There was a time perhaps when the 
backbone of the new world used to be 
straightened by men of a mountain 
birth. The question whether the hills of 
Vermont and New Hampshire produce 
giants of trade or law today as they did 
60 years ago is an open one. So the 
grand old stock is run out of the soil? 
And is it replaced by the sous and 
grandsons of those sturdy farmers them- 
selves who buy back the rickety home- 
steads and remodel them into summer 
cottages? 

Michael Angelo said that “men are 
worth more than money,” and if what 
was an axiom then is true in these fallen 
days of purse worship Mrs. Abraham 
Masters was the richest woman under 
the range of Mount Kearsarge, for her 
son Isaac was the tallest, the strongest, 
the teuderest and truest boy in tho coun- 
ty, but her farm of 100 acres, the only 
inheritance from a dead husband, was 
about the poorest, most unprofitable and 
most inaccessible collection of bowlders 
in the mountains.

With partings like this the primitive 
Christians must have sent their sons into 
the whirlwind of the world. 

Tin'll Isaac broke fov the first, time, 
and with the tears streaming he lifted 
his mother bodily in his arms and prom- 
ised her and kisseu her. “Mother trusts 
you, Ikey,” was all she could say. But 
his time had come. There was a crunch- 
ing of wheels. 

“Now go to Abbie. I>nvo me here. 
Goodby. You have always been a good 
boy, dear. ” Mrs. Masters’ voico sank 
into a whisper. The strong man, moved 
ns he was, could not comprehend her 
exhaustion. 

Abbie was waiting for him at the 
door, and he went to her. The impatient 
wagon had gone down tho road. They 
were to cut through the pasture and 
meet it at the brook. There they were 
to part.

"Don't* From a Frenchman.” 

It Is a pity the morning paper that 
published the "don’ts from a French- 
man'’ wus so thoughtless as not to tell 
us the Frenchman’s name. It may have 
been Rochefoucauld or Fontaine or 
Francis de Sales or Anna Gould’s hus- 
band. At ull events, whoever he was, 
he Is entitled to respectful considera- 
tion, and we hope our contemporary’s 
readers will profit by the advice. Any 
man who crosses Ills knife and fork at 
the table Is too fidgety to be received in 
really first class society, while he who 
swallows his peas with his meat is hope- 
lessly damned. As to the propriety of 
“eating sugar with salad," there are 
conflicting opinions. Some people pre- 
fer genuine maple sirup, and others stick 
to plain New Orleans molasses. Down 
in St. Louis it Is the custom— perhaps 
an old French custom— to sprinkle pow- 
dered sugar over lettuce leaves in place 
of mayonnaise or the ordinary French 
dressing, though we believe that this 
palatable compound Is now confined to 
the cheery and unconventional gather- 
ing of the family circle. 

The trouble with a majority of Amer- 
icans Is that they do not know how to 
eat, and when a Frenchman comes 
along and sees a family with butter on 
the dinner table he is pained — not mere- 
ly because at such times butter is exces- 
sively vulgar, but because it is expen- 
sive. We ure glad that our Gallic friend 
has had the courage to speak right out, 
and we hope his advice will be rigidly 
followed, particularly with respect to 
the injunction 1 "not to use the same fork 
for more than one course.” The man or

The main ollice should he in the business sec- 
tion of the city and not in a purely residential 
district,” and “Inspector Boynton was besieged I 
by a crowd of Newtonville’s hustling citizens, , 
and lie promised, it is said, probably for the 
sake of peace, to recommend thatthecentr.il 
postotlice should he located at Newtonville, its 
name changed to Newton, and to make all the 
other villages subsidiary to Ward Two. It was 
a brilliant prospect for Newtonville, but unfor- 
tunately tho seeret got out and then war was de- 
clared.” 

When besieged by hustlers and hornets 
it would seem the correct tiling to do to 
promise almost anything/'probably for the 
sake of peace,” but Newtonville is glad to 
have Newton take the initiatory in dealing 
with mere probabilities. Great credit is 
due to the “well known woman” who did 
so much on the still hunt without rousing 
the hornets. Inspector Boynton was criti- 
cised because he 

“referred to the fact that Newtonville had the 
High school and the Newton Club, and the 1 
Masonic hall, and would soon have the new City 
Hall, and all other public buildings, and that 
Ward One was really a part of Newtonville.” 

We plead guilty to the fucts in the case, 
and as to getting City Hall, time will prove 
which locality is best, und as to Ward One 
being a part of Newtonville, we quote first 
this stutement 

“that 20,000 people wore within a radius of a 
mile from the Newton ollice, more than in all 
the rest of the city, and that (lie legitimate 
business of the Newton ollice is as large as that 
of all tho rest of the city put together." 

Plant the center of a circle at Newton 
postotlice and with a mile radius describe 
the circle two miles iu diameter, and where 
does it touch? Watertown! would have to 
spare a slice and Newtonville would be 
gobbled up bodily to swell the number. 
Wlnit is sauce for the goose is sauce for the 
gander. Newtonville bus a right to do tho 
same thing and bring Newton into her 
circle, and not borrow Watertown either. 
The 

“onu visitor told lum that they only made a 
short stop there on their way to Newton." 

If lie meant to huve it understood that 
nothing could be traffic only the curs that 
went to Newton, is to bo pitied. Newton- 
ville connects with every village of New- 
ton, while Newton does with only one 
through Newtonville. 

To continue, 

• he was asked if he did not know that Newton 
was really thu business section of the city, und 
that the two newspapers were located there, the 
two oldest and richest hunks, the City <ius Com- 
pany, the Free Library, the main business cor- 
porations of the city, that the Newton ollice 
served 10,000 people, while the Newtonville 
ollice onl> served 3000, "and “the mam postotlice 
of a city is ulways in the business section, ami a 
half dozen grocery und provision stores und a 
society club do not really make a business 
section.” 

Great stress lias ulways been luid upon 
the business of Newton. It is true tluit 
the newspapers ure u business of Newton, 
mid that the richest bunks are there, but 
that gus company business seems a little 
obscure to the understanding, Is It not a 
joint aff&lr with Watertown? And If 
groceries uml provisions for tho people are 
not to bo considered iu Newtonville, neither 
must they be in Newton. As no mention 
is made of the livery stable* that are ia 
evidence ia the business imrtion of New- 
ton, we will not sneak of that in Ward 2. 
Newtonville heretofore has been welcome 
toiher share of Nonantum. Very well, our 
mills moan business. After all the sneers 
ut Ward 2 for her greediness, what has she 
koI that Is the gift ol the oit> " Just the 
High schfiol, while Newton bus the libra- 
ry. Now about the name. Newton I’orn- 
er ignored its name, but it can not ohange 
Its locality as a “corner.” IIimi.i u.

Robert Drowning. 

Of Robert Drowning, Dean Farrar 
says in The Independent that the poet 
was the most omnivorous reader he 
ever met. He seemed to know some- 
thing ubout everything. "1 believe,” 
adds the dean, "tliut when he was 
writing ’Sordello’ he exhausted every 
book in the British museum which 
touched on the little kuown story of 
the lialiun poet. The accuracy with 
which lie mastered even the most re- 
condite uiluslons to his subjects before 
he fused them together in the crucible 
of ills imagination wus most remarka- 
ble. His memory, too. was very re- 
tentive. lie once repeated to me a 
great part of the poem of poor George 
Smart on David, which he regarded us 
reuchlng a very high poetic level. Hut 
he had reud everything from Dusbe- 
qulus to Beddos— for whom he told n.e 
he had u very high admiration, when I 
had quoted to him some lines from his 
dramas. This accuracy wus extended 
to the minutest und most apparently 
Insignificant details. In Florence it is 
possible to identify the very spot on 
which he wus standing when he bought 
for a few pence the old paper copy of 
the trial of Count Guido, which sug- 
gested to him his longest, and in Bom* 
respects most remurkable poem, ’The 
Ring und the Book.' "

Curry the Farm ITcrsc*. 

Horses on the farm do not have the sled 
look tlmt horses in thciiiy liwries have. 

Neither will they accomplish so much 
work. The difference is partly owing tt 
the fact tlmt the horse in the city 1ms a 
largo proportion of grain, while the farm 
horse, even while working, gets most of 
Ids nutrition from hay. But grooming 
hns also a great deal to do with the supe- 
rior slickness of the city horse’s coat. The 
currycomb is not so much used as it should 
bo on farm horses. 

We know, says The Prince Edward Island 
A grioulturist, many places where the brush 
and currycomb tire seldom used, except 
while the horse is shedding his coat. But 
used at any time it promotes the secretion 
of oil, which moistens the coat and makes 
it shine. A well groomed horse is usually 
well fed. But if the grooming were thor- 
oughly done at least once a day, the horse 
would keep In good condition with less 
food than it now receives. 

Good grooming undoubtedly aids diges- 
tion, as rubbing the body promotes diges- 
tion in people, and is an excellent substi- 
tute for exercise for those who do little 
muscular work.
